Washington, December 10.—A new 
quadruple agreement to preserve 
peace in the waters of the Pacific was 
announ¢éed to the world today by the 
United States, Great Britain, Japan 
and France. 

As 4 consideration of the interna- 
tional réalignment, Great Britain and 
Japan agreed to consign to the scrap- 
heap the Anglo-Japanese alliance, long 
viewed with apprehension in both 
. America and Asia. 

The .provision of the agreement, 
which is in the form of a ten-year 
~ treaty, are confined to “The region of 
the Pacifie ocean.” Under them, the 
four powers are to respect each other’s 
island Possessions and to meet in: con- 
sul rif a dispute arises or if the 
sol of any of the four are threat- 
7 ane by any other power.

Knoxville, Tenn., December 10.— 
Never in the history of the criminal 
court of Knox county have such 
scenes been enacted as were witnessed 
today when, after being out only six 
minutes, the jury entrusted with the 
fate of Maude Moore returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty. The defendant, 
known as Maude Moore, which is her 
maiden nai, byt who in reality is 
Mrs. W. H. Stubbs, wife of the pro- 
prietor of a hotel at Tacoma, Wash., 
was charged with the murder of Le- 
roy Harth, a prominent young busi- 


ness man. The killing occurred on 


'‘ Kingston pike, near Knoxville, on 


September 8, 1919. 

When the for¢éman announced the 
verdict the defendant and her mother 
rughed to the jufors with outstretch- 
ed hands only a few steps ahead of 
the crowd in the courtroom, which 
had, upon announcement of acquittal, 
jumped ppon, seats and chairs, cheer- 
ing< and. throwingp. their bats in the 
air. Judge © Nelson + hyfriedly ad- 
journed court and left the bench. 

“Tam the happiest woman.in the 
world,” cried Mra. Stubbs. “I am 
leaving tomorrow to join my husband, 
and. I will be with hip , by next 
Sunday. My mother is going with 
me. I'll never let 3,800 miles get 
between me afid this woman again,” 
she said as she took her mother in 
her arms. 

All Thank Jurors. 

Mrs. Stubbs,’ her mother and her 
aunt, Mrs, Ada Exner, of Louisville, 
Ky., each thanked the jurors indi- 
vidually as did virtna}ly evéry man 
and woman in the courtroom. 

_ Then slowly .making their way 


walked up Gay street Pet crowd

The Georgia senator undertook to 
show, and indeed announced that he 
would prove, that the war department 
list of eleven executions did not in- 
clude all of the men illegally hanged 
or shot to death by order of superior 
officers.

& rope was being hooked around the 
neck of a condemned soldier, with 
several officers standing on the plat- 
form and scores on the ground below

Declaring that enforcement of the 

ate railroad commission’s order re- 
quiring discontinuance of the Pullman 
surcharge by railroads of the state 
would cause an annual loss to these 
lines of more tha $100,000, the aril- 
roads Saturday asked the commission 
to grant a re-hearing in the case. The 
commission’s order removing the sur- 
charge is effective December 20. 

The request for a re-hearing was 
filed on behalf of the railroads by 
Fred Robinson, of Savannah, general 
passenger agent of the Central of 
Georgia railroad. The commission 
will act on the request at its session 
Monday. 

Under the present law, railroads 
are permittéd to impose surcharge of 
50 per cent of regular Pullman fare, 
including berths and seats. Money 
derived from the surcharge goes to 
railroads and not to the Pullman com- 
pany. 

No indication has been received by 
the state railroad commission that the 
interstate commerce commission in- 
tends to intervene in this case. The 
question of whether or not the inter- 
state commission has authority to go 
over the head of the state commission 
and nullify its action is one that has 
not been settled definitely.

London, December 10.—I was in 
Russia when I had the first news 
of the great day at Washington, 
when Hughes gave his lead to the 
world. Only a brief message came 
through by wireless, but it was 
enough to tell us that the whole out- 
look of the world was changed by 
this clear call to reason and good 
will, that the United States had gath- 
ered full power and spirit in the 
support of sanity against insanity, 
not by vague theories, but by prac- 
tical and instant measures. 

Now I have come back to Eng- 
land and studied the details of what 
has happened; I have read with all 
enthusiasm the first impressions, with 
ali despondency the first doubts of 
the critical words of warning, words 
by many writers, I have read what 
Wells thinks of France, what The 
Daily Mail thinks of Wells, what 


Wrance thinks of Great Britain, which 


is not nice reading. And having 
come back from Russia through Ger- 
many, talking with many people on 
the way, I have been able once again 
to feel, as it were, the pulse of the 
European peoples and measure up 
Washington with present facts and 
future possibilities. 
England Solid for Plan. 

The feeling of the English people 
as far as I can find vut among 
my on crowd is absolutely solid for 
the Hughes program. 

Before I left, Washingion did not 
seem to matter very much to most 
of them. They were not interested, 
believing the conference would be a 
mere repetition of pious utterances 
and gushing insincerities. The league 
of nations and its ineffective debates 
had disheartened even its warmest 
advocates. Words, conferences, as- 
gemblies, seemed to have no real ref-

Washington, December 10.—AnRn 
open declaration of -ar upon the 
four-power Pacifie treaty came today 
from the senate “irreconcilables” and 
in the face of predictions by. both 
democratic and republican leaders 
that the new treaty would be finally 
ratified. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, a prom- 
inent democratic opponent of the 
league of nations, denounced the new 
Pacific treaty as “treacherous, trea- 
sonable and damnable,” and an- 
nounced that he and probably others 
of the irreconcilable group in thé sen- 
ate would fight the’new treaty to the 
bitter end. 

Senator Reed contended the trea- 
ty was an alliance and gave the 
United States only one of four votes 
and pledged the United States to 
make war, if necessary, in support 
of British, Japanese or French in- 
terests in the Pacific. 

“Sugar-Coated.” , 

“The real purpose of the treat? 
is cunningly masked by fine phrases,” 
Senator Reed declared. be 
bal photograph of Elihu Root, but ~ 
notwithstanding its sugar-coating it . 
is nothing more per less than a 
‘quadruple alliance” between Great 
Britain, France, Japan and the tinited 
States by which they mutually. bind 
each other to exért their joint power 
for the control of the Pacific and 
for the maintenance of the rights of 
each, in their insular. possessions and 
insular dominions im the region of 
the Pacific ocean.”

erence to the urgent facts of life, to 
fluctuating exchanges, unemployment, 
high taxation, failing markets, the 
perils creeping closer to many homes 
and hearts. International idealism 
being dethroned the man in the street 
no longer believed any government 
could act in any way not sharply 
dictated by national egoism and selt- 
interest. 

What happened at Washington 
gave him a moral shock, awakened 
in many minds all kinds of old hopes 
which seemed dead but were only 
sleeping. ‘he wave of enthusiasm was 
so great that it converted sinners to 
repentance, hardened old _politicai 
sinhers—whose names shall not be 
mentioned by me, though iam great- 
ly: tempted to suck indiscretion— 
und they are now solemnly going 
about the country confessing a faith 
which for the years since the armi- 
stice they have denied by their deeds. 

World Peace Not Impossible. 

But that very impatience, all this 
private criticism, even, is a tribute 
to the power of the good will of the 
United States . lt is now firmly 
stuck in many minds that only Amer- 
ica can help Europe out of the pres- 
ent morass, that we can do nothing 
if her strong hand fails us or if she 
weakens in the work she has begun. 

I am one of those who thinks so, 
and | am one of the impatient ones 
who pant for a time when, after 
the limitation of naval armaments, 
there shall be a second conference 
called, formulating plans for so long 
a spell of peace that our children’s 
children shall be able to get on with 
the purpose of civilization without 
having to train and organize for “in- 
evitable’ massacre. It will not be go 
difficult as many think. ‘The pres- 
sure of hard facts is rapidly educat- 
ing the masses of men and women, in- 
cluding statesmen and politicians, I 
do honestly believe in spite of the 
political noise and fury in France, 
Germany and other countries, that 
there is a secret acknowledgment 
among all classes that we must de- 
mobilize our standing armies and 
standing hatreds or die in another | 
great conflict which will end alli 
things. 

Russia Abandoning Bolshevism. 

Common sense is beginning to pre- 
vail over fanaticism. Bven in Rus- 
sia that is happening. Lenin him- 
self confessed the utter failure of his 
call to world revolution and now has 
abandoned communism with disgust 
which he expressed in frank, brutal 
phrases. He has re-established pri- 
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back. That is not likely of me, who 


| was given the Legion of Henor be- 
eause of my service for France, my 
love for her people. I think I may 
claim to understand the French point 
of view perfectly, because I was in 
France from the first day of the war 
to the last and my sympathy is utter- 
ly with her in her desire for that se- 
curity which is not yet hers. But 
where, perhaps, with self-conceit, I 
think I see more clearly than most 
French people because of much trav- 
eling in other countries, is that in 
the long run her only security is the

That this can be 
done by bringing Russia back ‘nto the 
civilized code—Russia is on the way 
back now—by forcing demobilization 
of the red army at the price of eco- 
nomic recognition, and on business 
terms strictly enforced, by saving 


peration so that her interests will lie 
in peaceful development, by ‘directing 
the energy of the nations to the pur- 
ose of reconstruction on a basis com- 
mon to the interests of international 
commerce, Official France is savage 
with Britain for the adoption of this 
policy. It seems to her like treach- 
ery. To me, it seems wise loyalty 
and many liberal Frenchmen are be- 
ginning to think so, too. It is as far 
as it goes, and however mixed in mo- 
tive of self-interest, the spirit of 
Washington.

Russia is | 
swinging back to capitalism; its lead- | 
ers, men like Chicherin and Radek, | 
with whom I talked, confessed that 

Russia can only save herself by aban- 

doning bolshevik propaganda and en- 

tering into peaceful relations with 

foreign powers, securing foreign cap- 

ital and credit. 

Radek, as brilliant an old ruffian 
as I have ever met, talked to me for 
an hour in that fantastic fortress of 
the Kremlin which symbolizes all the 
cruelty, the mystery, the Oriental 
character, of Russian history; and 
the theme of all his talk was the de- 
sire and the meed of Russia for peace. 
The last offensive against the Poles, 
he said, was stopped by Lenin and 
Trotzky not.because they had exhaust- 
ed the military strength—they had 
vast numbers of men in reserve, he de- 
clared—but because peace was more 
valuable to Russia than victory. He 
Saw no reason why there should not 
be friendship between Russia and the 
British Empire and the United States 
ae a frank basis of commercial inter- 
ests. 

There is no doubt that Radek, who, 
gazed at me with bright benevolent 
eyes in a face fringed with reddish 
hair, has no moral honesty in his dove- 
like message of ce and good will. 
But I think he has intellectual hon- 
esty. It is perfectly true that soviet 
Russia needs and desires peace at any 
price, and is willing, I am certain, to 
give any guarantees under pressure 
in return for recognition and interna- 
tional trade. 

That is a great Ghance for world 
peace and reconstruction. It is the 
biggest card to be played by Hughes 
next at the Washington conference, if 
he cares to use it. 

World Needs Russia. 

The world can not do without Rus- 
sia, its hundred and fifty million peo- 
ple. Europe will never rc:over so long 
as they are cut off from human rela- 
tionship. It is an enormous potential 
market, for those people need every- 
thing imaginable that manufacturing 
countries can supply. They are like a 
people who have long been shipwrecked 
on a desert island. And their country 
has immediate natural resources with 
which one day they can pay back. It 
is worth our while to help them. Apart 
from this side of the question, Russia 
is the key to the whole problem of dis- 
armament, as I ventured to point out 
in my evidence before the naval com- 
mittee of the United States congress 
last March. os 

I am confirmed in that opinion by 
what I have seen in Russia with 
her swarms of red ‘soldiers in every 
town and railway station. Russia 
has a million men under arms, and 
four million more could be called to 
the colors at Trotzky’s word. How 
can Poland disband her army with 
that menace against her? How can 
France demobilize when she is haunt- 
ed by the fear that Germany may, 
and probably will, form an alliance 
with Russia? 

Radek told me that Germany is 
waiting, watching. If pressed too 
hard by France, if faced by eco- 
nomic ruin, she would move with 
Russia against Poland. She would 
have done so, he said I know not 
how truly, if in the last offensive 
against the Poles the red army had 
taken Warsaw. 


I do not believe Germany has any | 


aggressive purpose at this time. Like 
Russia and for the same _ reason, 
which is self-preservation, she de- 
sires above all things peace, economic 
ecovery. But if these are not al- 
lowed,. she may turn to new desper- 
ate adventures. In any case the dis- 
armament of one g can only be ap- 
proached by way of Russia. The dis- 
ba ding-of the red ai. +, which could 
be demanded by the allied powers in 
return for economic relations, with 
strong guarantees, would give Poland 
no furthe: excuse of six hundred thou- 
sand men under arms, and would lib- 
ernte France from her natural fears 
of a Russo-German combination for 
a .ned alventure. 

I agree, then, with Wells, as I said 
hefore Wells last year, that one hun- 
dred and fifty million Russian peo- 
ple should be represented at the next 
Washington conference, and Germany 
should be there also. Otherwise, dis- 
armament is impossible in Europe, 
and another war is most likely.

That she might give.a@ greeting 
in English, on her way across the 
Pacific ocean and the continent, 
she memorized the twenty-third | 
Psalm in English. 

She brought with her on that 
visit a set of unique bowls, 
Stamped with the imported _ seal, 
presented to her by the emperor 
as a token of appreciation of her 
patriotic service during the. Rus- 
Sian-Japanese war—she had been 
instrumental in securing fer the 
army and navy of Japan 60,000 .com- 
fort kits. , 

In 1915 at the time of the coro- 
nation of the present emperor, she 
received the imperial decoration 
for her humanitarian and educa- 
tional service to the empire. 

Madam Yajima was the § first! 
woman in her country to receive a 
teacher’s certificate. She started 
to prepare herself for this work 
when she was vver forty years of 
age and the mother of a family. 
Her desire to study and to. teach 
was steadily opposed by her fam- 
liy and friends, but with the en- 
couragement of Christian mission- 
aries, she persevered until she -ac- 
complished her purpose, She 
founded one of the largest sch@ols 
for girls in Tokio and was its able 
principal for over thirty years. 


Received by Roosevelt. 

When in the United States in 
1906 she was received by President 
Roosevelt and voiced the gratitude 
of her cpuntrywomen for his assis- 
tance to Japan in her time of need. 

No well beloved is Madam Yajima 
by her own people that they have 
made her birthday, April 24, the 
Japanese red letter day, and even 
the cherry trees honor the yearly 
festival, their beautiful blossoms 
furnish the floral decorations. 

n 1920, she again took the long 
journey across two oceans and the 
American continent to attend the 
world’s W. C. T. U. convention in 
London, Englanad, and the celebra- 
tion of her eighty-eighth birthday 
was one of the delightful features 
of that great meeting. And it may 
be added that our own Dr. Mary 
Harris, Armor, of Georgia, was 
one of the principal speakers. 

Received by President Harding. 

On Monday afterndon, the seventh 
of last month, President Harding 
received Madam Yajima,. who was 
introduced by Miss Anna Adams 
Gordon, president of our National 
Wik F.: 0. 

Madam Yajima presented the pe- 
tition with the following preamble: 
“We, the undensigned, solemnly 
declare that we most earnestly de- 
sire that the re eigen for the re- 
duction of armaments to be held in 
Washington, shall come to be the 
means of promoting world peace.” 
She said: “I bring with me this 
petition, bearing the signatures of 
10,224 of my countrywomen, secured 
in two weeks.” | 

President Harding, in accepting 
the petition, said to the venerable 
leader of the Japanese W. C. T. U.: 
“T am so happy to have you here 
and feel for you a great reverence. 
{ think it is wonderful that during 
so long a life you have retained 
your interest in the affairs of the 


spirit of youth. ‘You are a dear, 
sweet, interesting lady.” 

Receives Notable Courtesies. 

Madam Yajima was accompanied 
to the United States by Miss Azuma 
Moriya, corresponding secretary of 
the Japanese W. C. T. U. and for 
several years the able leader of 
the Loyal Temperance Legion, who 
has a charming personality, is vi- 
vacious and earnest, and who 


speaks sufficient English to -con- 


verse easily. 
Upon arrival at Seattle these two 


distinguished visitors from “The 
Land of the Rising Sun” were met 
by representatives of the federated 
W. C. T. U.s of that city, and were 
given a royal reception setting the 
pace for other cities. Japanese 
friends there arranged for Mra 
Henry Topping, for over twenty- 
ftve years a missionary to Japan, 
to accompany theme on their trip 
to Washington, and act as inter- 
preter. The three made a most 
tractive and delightful trio. 

A stop was made at Minneapolis, 
where they were met by a commit- 
tee of state and district W. C. T. U. 
officers. There they addressed a 
mass meeting in the Hennepin Ave- 
nue Methodist church. Other or- 
ganizations interested in the re- 
duction of armaments,;-(and what 
women’s organization is not?) 
united with the W. C. T. U. in this 
meeting. 

The arrival of the Oriental vis- 
itors came as a dramatic climax to 
the conventi6n of the Minneapolis 
League of Women Voters, at which 
the reduction of armaments had 
been one of the leading subjects 
under discussion. 

Madam Yajima and Miss Moriya 
foliowed the governor of Minnesota 
at a luncheon of the league and re- 
ceived a tremendous ovation. The 
luncheon was attended by more 
than 500 men and women. As one 
of the audience remarked, “All the 
people really needed was to get a 
‘glimpse of the shining countenance 
of the dear old lady and her meés- 
Sage got across.” 

Peace Reception in Evanston. 

At Evanston, Illinois, where the 

. <& T. U. national headquarters 
is located, the seventy organizations 
of that city that not many months 
ago were co-operating for war 
sérvice joined forces in a remark- 
able community peace reception at 
whieh Madam Yajima and ‘Miss 
Moriya were guests of honor:. The 
president of the Woman’s club pre- 
sided, and greetings were given by 
the dean of the women’s department 
of the Northwestern university, and 
by representative women of the 
different groups wf women’s s0cie- 
ties. 

The strenuous program of the 
following day, Sunday, might have 
taxed the strength of a much 
younger woman than Madam /Ya- 
jima, for it included the regular 
morning church service, Sunday 
school, a dinner in the home where 
the visitors were entertained, with 
several other invited guests; a 
community service at the largest 
church of Evanston, where Madam 
Yajima was introduced and spoke 
preceding the address by former 
Vice President Marshal. Most la- 
dies, by that time, would have been 
ready to call it a full day, but 
not so Madam Yajima who went 
from the church to Rest Cottage, 
the home of the great Frances Wil- 
lard, founder of the World’s W. C. 
T. U.. who left it to Miss Anna A. 
Gordon, now president of the Na- 
tional W. C. T. U. of the United 
States. Madam ieome was the 
guest of Miss Gordon at an infor- 
mal tea and received calls from 
prominent men and women, among 
them the president of Northwestern 
universify, and the publisher and 
owner of the chain of seven news- 
papers. 4 

Madam Yajima has ae grand- 
daughter who is a student at the 
Northwestern university. 

The following morning, this won- 
derful woman, who has often been 
called “The Frances Willard of 
Japan,” called upon Miss Gordon 
and was photographed sitting in 
the chair of Frances Willard’s 
mother on the porch of Rest Cot- 
tage.

Fruit Cake Without Brandy. 


Mrs. James B. Huff, of Columbus, 
State Superintendent of the Medi- 
cal Temperance, and by the way, 
one of the best housekeepers in the 
State, furnished the following test- 
ed receipt for making delicious 
fruit cake without the use of 
brandy or wine. Try it: 

One pound each of butter, sugar 
and flour, 12 eggs, 1 pint of fruit 
juices, viZ, orange, pineapple and 
cnerry, 1 cup of flour to flour 
fruits, 1 level tablespoon of ground 
cloves, 2 tablespoons each of cin- 
namon and allspice, 1 grated nut- 
meg, three-fourths cup of syrup, 2 
pounds currants, four pounds seed- 
ed raisins,-one half pound of citron, 
one-half pound shelled almonds, 1 
cup shelled pecans, 1 cup crystal- 
lized orange peel, 1 package of 
dates, 2 tablespoons of vanilla, 1 
rounding spoonful of soda, 1 tea- 
spoonful of boking powder, one- 
half pound of crystallized pine- 
apple. Cream, butter and sugZar, 
then yolks of eggs, alternate flour 
and well beaten whites of eggs, 
sift in baking powder with flour, 
add spices and vanilla, then mix 
the soda with syrup and put in 
nuts and then the _ well-floured 
fruits. Mix well and bake in a 
moderately hot oven from five to 
six hours.

When you went to school] 20 years 
ago—even 15 or 10—didn’t you spend 
about half your time in- classroom 
looking at the clock? And if that old 
sentiment about school days being the 
happiest time of life means anything 
to you, don’t you think rather of your 
childhood outside of school hours; in 
the old swimmin’ hole, on the »aseball 
field, or as a bold bandit in a robber’s 
cave? 

But would you believe it! School 
is actually interesting to children now- 
adays. ‘The schoolhouse is far from 
being a sort of bugbear place, and as 
for the reluctant schoolboy, lagging 
his way to sehool, there ig no such 
thing. He has to be sent home when 
it gets dark. 

If you are a patron of a schoo! like 
Atlanta’s Commercial High, you know 
ue But if you have just been 
living along, not paying much atten- 
tion to your city’s schools, except to 
wonder in a passive way why some- 
body doesn’t,do something about get- 
ting decent schools buildings and pay- 
ing the teachers salaries on which they 
can live and be self-respecting, then 
when you do suddenly descend upon 
a school like ‘he Commercial High, 
you have your eyes so wide opened 
that you feel like a Christopher Co- 
lumbus all at once, and you have just 
got to talk about what you have found. 

The alluring thing about it all, after 
you haye spent several hours .tudying 
what and how the boys and girls 
study, is that it all seems not to be 
just a cut-and-dried formula applied 
in a cut-and-dried way about certain 
things that all children ought to learn, 
because their parents and grandpar- 
ents and great-grandparents and the 
Pilgrim fathers and Oglethorpe and 
his settlers made these things the 
curriculum for their children. 


For Children of Today. 


It does not take you long to find 
out that the whole thing is intelli- 
gently planned to meet what the chil- 
dren of now, today, will have to face 
when they finish school. 

The girl, you soon discover, who 
graduates from the Commercial High, 
need not look vaguely around if she 
would earn a living, and go to a busi- 
ness school to equip herself for a po- 
sition. Or if she marries at once, 
husband's earnings and digestion need 
not be at the mercy of her mistakes 
in the kitchen. 

On the contrary, the girl with a 
diploma is equipped to enter at once 
upon an intelligent career, either as 
a home-maker or in business. 

The boy with a diploma is equally 
ready and self-reliant. 

There are two or three very signifi- 
cant things at Commercial High that 
strike you very emphatically if your 
schooling was according to the old 
method of boring it in. 

One is thst when a classroom was 
entered, in which there was, for the 
time being, no teacher, the conduct of 
the pupils was just as if a teacher 
stood over them. Every boy and every 


girl was at work and distinctly inter- | 


ested. Some of them looked up with 
mild curiosity when the principal and 
the visitor appeared. Just as many 
did not look up. 

“That is self-government,” explained 
Mr. Wise, the principal. “Never hag 
there been anything like it in effect- 
iveness, both for the preservation of 
discipline, which is a boon to the best 
work of both teacher and pupils, but 
for the attainment of self-control. No- 
body is expecting us this morning, but 
you see we can enter any classroom 
in the school and find the same de- 
pendability.” 

Galileo and Advertising. 


Another striking thing is the way 
one study is correlated with another 
or with the child’s daily experience. 

There is the study of history, for 
instamce as it is connected wi 
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sales- 


manship and advertising. The boys 
and girls are not limited to bone dry 
textbooks about. how to present the 
points in the article they would sell. 
Model ads from the newspapers and 
magazines are studied. The advertise- 
ment for clocks, which pictures 
Galileo first getting the idea of the 
action of a pendulum means a great 
deal to the high school student who 
can place Galileo historically. And 
the great Italian means much more 


to the boy and girl when they trace! 


him down to a thing as practical and 
modern as the school clock. 

They learn how to find in history, 
medaieval and modern suggestions for 
their own ads, and some of these origi- 
nal devices have won the high ap- 
proval of the Atlanta Ad club. The 
American Book company used a stu- 
dent’s ad which won the contest in 
“Better Speech Week.” 

Visual Education 
Then there is their commercial 


geography and the movies. 


Where the center of the meat in- | 


dustry is in the United States and of 


the wool industry, might be very flect- | 


ing information for a boy or a girl 
who has many things to hold in an 
active brain. 

But in the auditorium of his own 
school, a motion picture of the méat 
and the wool industries are shown 
from the time the meat is on the hoof 
on some western prairie or some 
Georgia meadow, until through all the 
processes of shipping and slaughtering 
and curing in some cases, and selling 
and cooking, and from.the time the 
wool covers the peaceful animal brows- 
ing on some grassy slope—maybe 
President Harding’s lawn—until it is 
made into the clothes the people wear, 
then the meat and the wool industry 
take on a very intimate meaning to 
one's every day life. 

That is a part of the method of 
visual education. 

_ And then when one has been study- 
ing in one’s English classes the plays 
of Shakespeare, sometimes it all seems 
very far away to Scotland and the 
witch of Endor. But when with Sir 
Herbert Tree playing Macbeth in a 
motion picture some afternoon when 
school is over, then the grandeur of 
Shakespeare, and the humanness of 
drama become something the boys and 
girls want to know more of. 

The use of these films is given the 
school. 

Their own stereopticon is used to 
make history and the classics, beau- 
tiful paintings and the noteworthy 
personages of history realistic, rather 
than bookish things. 

The School Bank. 

There are two other things at Com- 
mercial High—one a part of the work 
which comes under the curriculum and 
the other an “activity” the pupils are 
privileged to take advantage of gut- 
side of school hours which are both 
so interesting that it is hard to decide 
which to talk about first. 

One is the way home economics Is 
taught. 

The other is the school bank, «the 
first one ever started in Atlanta, and 
probably in’ the.south. 

The bank was started last spring, 
the Lowry National bank Belping wit 
its initiation, and by the last day of 
school $3,200 had been deposited. 

It opens three quarters of an hour 
before school begins and a regular 
banking business is done, with a 
member of the faculty supervising, and 
students as directors and cashier. 

The bank is one of the “activities,” 
and not a part of the school program, 
but it is helping the children to’a 
very valuable knowledge of the value 
of money. of how to save, and the 
pleasure there is in it and also of the 
principle and the detail of the bank- 
ing business.

$5 is put into the savings department 
of any bank the children may choose. 

Up to $5, no interest is paid, but 
the interest accruing on the smaller 
deposits which are made a collective 
deposit in one of the city’s banks, 
will go towards defraying the ex- 
penses of the graduation exercises. 

Thé work the pupils do in the bank 
are credited to them in their book- 
keeping classes. 

The Commercial High bank was the 
pioneer school bank in the south. Now 
the Girls’ High is conducting one 
successfully, and other cities in the 
south have written to Mrs. Wise or 
sent emissaries here to study the sys- 
tem, which they have put into their 
own schools. 

Cooking and Sewing. 

To go back to the other outstand- 
ing feature whicli vies in interest and 
is more important, although not s 
novel, there is the work of the homé 
economics department, 

Away back in the history of ¢he 
public schools, twenty-five years ago, 
perhaps; the board of education was 
persuaded to put two weeks of cooking 
lessons in the Girls’ and Commercial 
High schools as an “experiment.” The 
girls and the teachers were delighted 
with it, but the board, even if it 
thought the experiment a success, 
could not get the necessary appropria- 
tion. 

Finally real home economics was in- 
stalled and there is as much chance 
of eliminating it as doing away with 
pencils and typewriters. 


How many Atlanta people of voting 
age—and every one of them ought to 
know definitely what their schools are 
doing—that the Commercial High girls 
are making their own dresses and hats 
and wearing them, and that some of 
the best cooking done in Atlanta is 
done by these same school girls? And 
that while they are learning to cook 
and fo sew they are doing also the 


units required in. an accredited high 


school. 
A Perfect Meal. 

A class in cooking is usually made 
up of about twenty girls. ‘They have 
the notes on the blackboards of what 
they are going to do, and they study 
the food and ?fts nutritive value, pre- 
pare it, cook it and clear away their 
equipment in ninety minutes, leaving 
everything clean and ready for the 
next class that. comes in. 

There is no hearsay about the delec- 
tability of the food. Their baked 
stuffed potato is as fluffy, but as 
satisfying as one could imagine. The 
rolls melt in one’s mouth, and the suc- 
cess of the girl who made them refutes 
the old fallacy that there is any “luck” 
in bread making, for this girl never 
has a failure. As for the salad dress- 
ing, Oscar at the Waldorf would have 
to pay it tribute. Perfect coffee, that 
rarest of beverages, is one‘of the tri- 
umphs of these classes. ‘Their jellies 
are as clear as purest amber. They 
learn the secrets of pressed meats. 

And not only are they learning how 
to cook and to take care of a refrigera- 
tor properly, but they practice dainti- 
ness in serving. Sometimes they “@ram 
atize” their serving lesson..One girl 
plays father, another mother, the third 
a child; another is.guest, and still an- 
other in cap and apron is the waitress, 
and the whole meal is acted out. 

The embroidered linen on this prac- 
tice table is done in the sewing classes 
and all the notes on food: and cooking 
that must be saved and used again 
ave typewritten, thus connecting 
the*home economics: branches wit 
each other, and the commercial with

, Learning and Life.

Romance in a Broom. 

The unromantic task of sweeping 
and dusting need not seem half so dry 
wh-n one can “dress up” for them. And 
that is what these Commercial High 
girls are doing. They learn to make 
the smartest dusting aprons and caps 
that would sort of glorify any house- 
hold drudgery. They are inexpensive 
materials, but they dre appropriate 
and they belong to the girls after 
they have made them, as do the dress- 
es which are the results of their first 
training in cutting and fitting. Even 
millinery comes to have no terrors for 
them, and in the fashioning of un- 
derwear they have found play for ex- 
cellent ideas in designing. 

Not only is taste encouraged, how- 
ever, but the girls are taught how'to 
select patterns for their economy as 


well as their attractiveness. One pat- 
tern, they find, utilizes materials with

A one-act play, “The Maid of 
France,” is to be produced on Decem- 
ber 23; this play, a beautiful thing 
in itself, and a delightful medium for 
quickening interest in French history, 
while connecting up the story of the 
France of Joan of Arc’s time with the 
world war. 

The students themselves write and 
present at least one important histori- | 
cal play every year. “Courtesy week” 
was stressed during the week just 
passed, and the dramatic club present- 
ed a play written by a student on the 
courtesy theme. 

At these plays and all general gath- 
erings of the student body, the pro-| 
gram must always be repeated, because | 
the school auditorium will accommo- | 
date only 700 people, and there are | 
1,203 pupils. The school has grown | 
until it stretches out in many pst 


tions and frequent additions Lave to 
be made, but the auditorium has not 
been made to grow with the useful- 
ness of the school. 

Speaking of the number cf students 
enrolled, it is significant of the kind | 
of work done in the school, and the 
interest the pupils take, that nearly 
one-half of all the pupils pass in every 
subject. 

For the four-year course, ‘wuich 
earns a diploma, 16 units are required 
for graduation, and it is interesting} 
to note that spelling and penmanship, 
English and mathematics extend right 
through the whole four years. 

It is the only public school where 
Spanish is included in the curriculum 
for girls. Where the girls take do- 
mestic science, salesmanship and ad- | 
vertising are the boys’ work. Two} 
units of history are. required for graa- 
uation, and the current history is of- 
fered in every course. 

A two-year course, for which a cer- 
tificate is offered, is now provided, 
in which 10 units are required. This 
is for the benefit of pupils who desire 
a business education, and cannot pos- 
sibly stay in school more than two 
years. 

In their general science classes, the 
equipment is sadly deficient, but note- 
books indicate that the pupils “know 
what they know.” A suggestion of the 
practical nature of their work is that 
they make their own weather predic- 
tions, and then compare notes with 
Mr. Von Herrmann. 

A Bit of Wisdom. 

What the students think of the 
value of student environment was well 
expressed by one of them: 

“Student government has helped our 


school in many ways: 
“1. It has put the school on a high- 


er moral basis. ' 
“? It has taught self-reliance and 


self-government.

It has promoted leadership 
among the pupils who were fortunate 
enough to be elected to serve on the 
committee. 

“4. It has proven to the pupils that 
order does not have to be obtained |, 
the iron rod of the teacher, but that 
it can be secured by the working and 
guiding of our own fellow classmates, 
who govern by the rules laid down by 
the pupils.” 

Mrs. Wise amends this idea with 
great judgment.

Other interesting items are that the 
geography classes are taken on trips 
to local industries and learn what At- 
lanta affords to the study of voca- 
tional civics.

South Carolina will accept the terms 
of the Sheppard-Towner act, which 
President Harding signed November 
23. This will make the state eligible 
to receive the initial $10,000 for each 
state accepting the act should the fed- 
eral appropriation be made before the 
South Carolina state legislature con- 
venes in January, 1922, and takes leg- 
islative action. According to the act. 
if the legislature of any state has not 
passed legislation accepting the pro- 
visions of this act, the governor of 
such state may do so and designate or 
create a state agency to co-operate 
with the children’s bureau until sfx 
months after the adjournment of. the 
first regular session of the legislature. 

“Wei want to begin work ‘or ma- 
ternity and infancy welfare in South 
Carolina without delay,” said Mrs. 
Salley. “Our women. are delighted 
that this bill has been enacted. The 
vote of the South Carolina delegation 
is the most remarkable I have ever 
seen. Never before has our South 
Carolina delegation voted as favora- 
bly on any measure in which women 
have been interested and it convinces 
me thoroughly that they at last be- 
lieve women ‘have arrived.” 

Women of the south, according to 
Mrs, Salley, are planning to send a 
big delegation to the Pan-American 
Conference of Women in Baltimore 
next April. The women feel that the 
Pan-American conference, following so 
closely the limitation of armament 
conference, called by President Har- 
ding, will be particularly effective im 
cementing friendly relations with oth- 
er countries of the Americas through 
women. “Wherever I have gone I 
have found women’s interest focused 
on Washington and the limitation of 


armament conference, and an almost — 


universal belief that there will be 
real accomplishment toward an end 
of war,” said Mrs. Salley.

It's “fight—fight—fight” 
all the way, just like the chant of the 
roosters, ‘he badge of courage 1s al- 
— fluttering where Army and Navy 
Nay. 

‘hat last three minutes, for in- 
stunce, in the recent game, when tbe 
Army team, battling for a long hour, 
im mud ankle deep, against a foe that 
had the edge in team play and opril- 
liant individual ground gaining runs, 
made is last furious attack and came 
Within a few yards of reaching the 
Navy goal line. | 

Every man on both teams was mud- 
plastered from head to foot, so that 
the field seemed in the possession of a 
twisting, tumbling mass of black war- 
riors, indistinguishable one from an- 
other except for the positions they 
leaped to as each new play started. 

The Army had not been able to 
make ground ..against the Navy's 
strong defense, For fifty-four min- 
utes it had not made first down. But 
it never stopped trying. 

French Breaks Through. 


Suddenly French broke through, 
evaded one tackler after another, and 
ran 30 yards through the mud before 
Noyes cut him down, yards from 
the Navy goal line. Then, driving 
furiously, the Army crashed along to 
the S-yard line, where the Navy held 
the first freshéattack. Came a for- 
ward pass—and a leaping mud-smenr- 


_ed Navy back intercepted the ball and 


turned back the fighting Army tea:n 
until the whistle blew. 

The muddy badge of courage might 
bave been pinned on every man of 
beth teams. There wasn’t a moment 
of weakening by any man in the tong, 
hard struggle.

and Annapolis.

Only a few nights ago at Madiso: 
Square Garden I saw a fine bit of 
courageous fighting when Joe Lynch 
(who was a good soldier in France, by 
the way) weathered heavy punish- 
ment by Midget Smith when it. touk- 
ed sure Lynch must go down and he 
counted out. And Lynch not ouly 
lasted, but came through fighting so 
furiously all the way that the judges 
gave him a “draw” for his courage, 
when he was undoubtedly beaten. 


Courage makes a good football 
player, baseball player, boxer, tennis 
player, golfer. It is the first require- 
ment in a good race horse.. A “front 
runner” never lasts. It’s the horse 
that wears the Red Badge of Cour- 
age that becomes a great champion. 

Golfers Have It. 

It may seem odd to put courage as 
the first requirement in a game like 
golf, that entails no punishment of 
great endurance. I’ve heard boxers 
Say it’s easy to be game when you're 


not being hit in the chin. But whit 
quality was it that made Hutchison 
outplay his best form when he was in 
a nip-and-tuck mateh for the British 
championship, although worried at 
the time by a heart trouble that wus 
aggravated by nerve strain and the 
feeling that~his boyhood friends ut 
St. Andrews were looking on with 
hostile eyes? 

Jim Barnes had some right to wear 
the Red Badge of Courage, too, when 
he won the open championship this 
year, after several attempts that ta)i- 
ed. Just as he was starting a friead 
asked him if he felt nervous. 

“Why,” said Barnes, “a champion- 
ship is only another game.” 

The maM@ who can start in that 
spirit has his battle half won. 

I’ve seen a football captain, Don 
Gillis, with his leg broken, in the 
first half, refuse to be taken froin the 


field and lie on a red blanket in the 
mud oc the side lines to watch nis 
team make a desperate uphill fight, 
so that his presence would encoursze 
the boys. That red blanket was his 
Red Badge of Courage. 

I remember when Locomotive 
Smith, of Columbia, knocked ~ out 
eight times in a game with Yale, reel- 
ed through the plays until the last 
whistle blew. 

Tom Sharkey, with three broken 
ribs, rushed Jim Jeffries without 
wincing until the end of the twenry- 
fifth round and wanted to lick the 
referee when he lost the decision. He 
couldn't believe defeat possible. 

I saw Bob Fitzsimmons, fighting 
with both hands broken, three first 
knuckles of his right shattered and 
driven back an inch or more, turn his 
wrist up to deliver blows with the one 
knuckle that remained and grin. 

I’ve seen a “beaned” ball player vet 
up from the dust and take a few reel- 
ing steps toward first base before he 
fell in a heap. 

I’ve seen steeplechase jockeys, 
thrown and rolled on by their falling 
mounts, try to climb back into the 
saddle to finish the race, and water 


| polo players brought up half drowned 
I’ve often heen asked who was the | ne ee 


rom the bottom of a tank struggle to 
get back into the game. 

Remember Dorando—the game lit- 
tle Italian runner who came first into 
the stadium at London, only to tall 
time and again, unconscious from ex- 
haustion, rising and reeling on again 
when Johnny Hayes came up behind 
him. He could have worn the Red 
Badge. 

Looking back over the endless list, 
it seems to me that the wearer of the 
Red Badze of Courage is the man who 
makes good, win or loge. 

And besides wearing the Red Badge 
winning or losing is a small affair.

Breaks Own Record. 


Richter, when he smashed the wire 
this afternoon, bettered his own south- 
ern record of 15 minutes and 52 sec- 
onds for the distance.

The collegiate event went to Irons, 
the little University of _ Alabama 
freshman, who finished next to Rich- 
ter. Irons’ struggle throughout the 
race stamped him as a heroic young- 
ster. He was the only runner appar- 
ently able to give Kichter any com- 
petition, and it was not until the race 
was drawing to a close that the Bir- 
mingham star was freed of the peril 
that Irons carried in his feet. 

How They Finished. 

Third, fourth and fifth positions 
were annexed by the Mississippians. 
Cochran, close behind Irons for the 
greater portion of the race, drew 
in third, with Spencer and Robinson 
close behind. Harper, of the Atlanta 
Athletic club, was -sixth, and Davis, 
of Tech, was seventh. Morrow, of 
the Mississippi team, was eighth, but 
Moore, of Tech, slid into ninth posi- 
tion, barely nosing out Murff, of the 
Aggies, at the wire.

Big Split Fails to Materialize 


Migratory and One-Year 
Rules Adopted by Del-| 
egates After Bitter 
Struggle. 


BY MARVIN M’CARTHY. 
Birmingham, Ala., December 10.— 
(Special.)—With the Southern In- 
tercollegiate Athletic association un- 
broken, but with an undoubted split 


into two factions, the S. I. A. A.’s 
annual convention came to a close 
at the Tutwiler hotel early this aft- 
ernoon, with each party retaining 
some portion of the victory. 


The migratory rule to prevent 
tramp athletes from wandering from 
one school to another, was passed, 
which gave the smaller colleges, rep- 
resenting one faction, a victory over 
the other faction. The passage of 
the migratory rule is regarded as sig- 
nifieant of the fact that great prog- 
reas towards absolutely clean college 
athletics in the south is being made. 

New Migratory Rule. 


The new migratory rule prevents 
athletes from representing more than 
one college during their athletic ca- 
reer. If a man is on a college team, 
varsity, reserve or freshman, he is 
not eligible to represent another col- 
lege on any of its athletic teams. 


The new amendment went into ef- 
: fect with its passage, and men who 
played on 1921 football teams cannot 
represent other colleges during their 
athletic career. 


e migratory rule offsets the ad- 
vantage the one-year rule gives the 
dJarger -colleges, it is thought. The 
one-year rule, of course, is not as 
hard on larger colleges as it is on 
smaller institutions, so it is thought 
to favor the bigger schools. A small 
school with its small student body, 
has trouble enough making up its 
team with freshmen in the line-up, 
officials of some Dixie colleges say, 
but without their first year men, it 
becomes ant almost impossible task. 


Bitterness in Small Colleges. 


With the passage of the one-year 
rule, there was much bitterness among 
the smaller colleges. and it was 
thought at first that they would with- 
draw from the 8. I. A. A. All stuck, 
however, and had their inning with 
pea passage of the migratory rule to- 

ay. 

Where the migratory rule works to 
the advanage of the smaller schools 
is this, representatives of this faction 
assert, stars are developed at a small] 
schools and then, when their places on 
varsity teams are assured, the attrac.

He then told of a trip made by 
Mr. Logan about two years ago for 
the Pee of inspecting the na- 
tional situation with reference to the 
matter of drawing new industrial 
blood to Atlanta, adding that he was 
a member of the committee which en- 
couraged Mr. Logan to make the 
tour and underwrote his expenses. 


Interesting Report. 
_ “Mr. Logan returned with a highly 
interesting report,’ he said, “a re- 
port which we regarded as holding 
reat potentiality. His expenses were 
, and we carried the report be- 
fore the board of directors of the 
chamber of commerce. It was received 
in silehce, and after only a few words 
was said it was tabled. Learning 
that the committee had underwritten 
Logan’s expenses, I understand 
that the $350 was later refunded by 
the chamber.” 

Mr. Hoffman explained that in tak-

“I will say this, however,” he add- 
ed.

I believe the 
board of directors of the chamber is 
a strong one and will catch the spirit 
of ceresecns big things. I do not 
th the forum luncheons of the or- 
ganization are productive of much 
good, though many things are dis- 
cussed during their course.

‘A report of the Carnegie library 
of Atlanta for the year 1921 has been 
handed in to Mayor Key by Miss 
Tommie Dora Barker, city librarian. 
The report covers circulation of books 
for home use, increase over last year’s 
circulation, reading room attendance, 
and the reference department. 

Expansion of the work of the Car- 
negie library in 1921 was begun, ac- 
cording to the report, when city coun- 
cil made an increased appropriation 
for books and for the staff. A re- 
turn of approximately 30 per cent in- 
creased service to the public was real- 
ized, it is said, from this appropria- 
tion. : | 

The greatest achievement of the 
year, said the city librarian, was the 
completion of the library for colored 
people in Atlanta. This building, 
beautiful from an architectural stand- 
point and as nearly perfectly adapted 
to the purpose for which it was in- 
tended as a building could be, was 
formally opened on July 25. ‘The 
supply of books ig still inadequate, 
but: the-library is rapidly becoming a 
community center for the colored peo- 
ple, and the institution is constantly | 
growing in usefulness.

This diploma, presented to the uni- 
versity by Mrs. Lanier, hangs over 
the desk of the president, as an in- 
centive to Oglethorpe students to fol- 
low in the footsteps of the distin- 
guished graduate. 

Sidney Lanier was born on Febru- 
ary 8, 1842, and entered Oglethorpe 
at the age of 15, in the fall of 1857. 
He graduated in 1860, and for a year 
was tutor in the college. 

Thereafter, with all of the other 
Oglethorpe : students, he entered the 
confederate army. His experience dur- 
ing the war in blockade-running and 
scouting brought him many physical 
hardships and finally imprisonment, 
as a result of which he contracted 
the disease which later caused his 
death. 

The name of Lanier is synonymous 
with poetry and music, to the services 
of which he gave his life. He became 
the first flute in the Peabody Sym- 
phony orchestra, and later was lec- 
turer on English literature at Johns 


Having thus obtained distinction, 
he became the friend of great writers 
of his generation, and laid the foun- 
dation for his permanent reputation 
in the publication of his poems, his 
lectures on “The Science of English 
Verse” and the English novel. 

His most fascinating letters have 
been. published since his death, and 
the volume containing his poems com- 
plete is to be found in every library 
in the nation. Both the letters and 
poems were edited by his widow.

PUT IT TO WORK! 
With almost 60 per cent of the 
world’s gold piled up in the vauits

If this vast storehouse of gold 
were put into circulation it would 
revive manufacturing, stimulate 
commerce, give employment to la- 
bor, and the farmer an outlet and 
a market for his crops. 

But this country can do nothing 
to improve conditions so long as it 
maintains an attitude of isolation 
and of indifference toward the rest 
of the world. 

It is inevitable that the United 
States must abandon that position 
and assume an attitude of friendly 
concern in the well-being of its 
neighbors across the sea as well, 
as in that of its own citizens at 
home, 

We are standing in the way, not 
only of our own prosperity, but of 
the progress and peace and happi- 
ness and the welfare of the whole 
world! 

And all because we have thus 
far refused to do our part toward 
relieving a world-wide condition 
which we helped to create. 

Once we abandon this ingongru- 
ous, cowardly and indefensible po- 
sition the wheels of industry 
everywhere will begin to spin 
and the return of world-wide pros- 
perity will come about as if by 
magic! 


PUBLIC AND CARRIERS. 

W. A. Winburn;-president of the 
Central of Georgia Railway com- 
pany, calling attention. to the 10 
per cent reduction in freight rates 
on farm products, voluntarily pro- 
posed by the railroads as a step 
to assist the farmers of the coun- 
try and thus to hasten the return 
of general prosperity, discusses 
the situation generally in an inter- 
esting communication published 
today. 

Undoubtedly this move will have 
an appreciable effect in the desired 
direction, and the railroads are to 
be commended for initiating it. 

But the railroads of the country 
are in almost, if not quite, as seri- 
ous a situation as the farmers. 

Their operating costs are so high 
that in order to meet them they 
have been forced to charge rates 
S0 excessive as to reduce the vol- 
ume of transportation business to 
a minimum that permits of little 
if any profit. 

That in brief is the situation in 
which the railroads are placed; and 
they, of themselves, are powerless 
to extricate themselves because 
their chief item of expense—which 
is labor wages—and their only 
source of income—which is rates 
for service—are fixed and deter- 
mined by the federal government. 

The wages paid railroad workers 
are fixed by the railroad labor 
board. 

The rates and fares the railroads 
may charge for their service are 
fixed and determined by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

These two public instrumentali- 
ties function independent of the 
other; they are in no sense co- 
ordinated, the one approaching its 
prerogatives from the viewpoint of 
the shipper, the other, from that 
of the railroad laborer. 

Thus the railroad structure of 
the country is at the mercy of both 
bodies, and the public Is the ulti- 
mate sufferer as a result of a gov- 
ernmental policy that is wholly un- 
scientific, unreasonable, unfair and 
that is burdensome in the extreme 
upon both the public and the rail- 
roads! 

The system falls short in the 
fact that the rate-fixing and the 
wage-fixing authority and responsi- 
bility is not vested in one body 
instead of in two separate and. dis- 
tinct and unrelated governmental 
organizations. : 

Fhere should be one bureau or 
board with governmental regula- 
tory supérvision over all phases of 
the transportation business. 

Such an instrumentality would 
have all.of the facts and conditions 
under its observation, and be able 
to fix both rates of service charges 
and wage scales in accordance with 
the requirements of the carriers 
and those of the workers, and, 
above all, in keeping with the de- 
mands and welfare of the most 
important group of all: The Ameri- 
can public! 

The railroads are now wisely tak- 
ing the public fully into their con-

‘fidence, supplying it with accurate 


| information about their affairs, 
trusting it to do the right and the 
square thing in the matter of fixing 
rates and wages! 

How the plan will work remains 
to be seen. 

Certainly the Central of Georgia 
Railway and its parent organiza- 
tion, the Illinois Central, are both 
deserving of commendation for the 
frank and open manner in which 
they are dealing with the public. 


THE LAW AND PICKETING. 

In a decision read by Chief Jus- 
tice Taft the United States su- 
preme court has drawn a line of 
distinction between lawful picket- 
ing and unlawful picketing, observ- 
ance of which should, and, perhaps 
will, serve to keep many a labor 
union striker out of trouble in the 
future. 

The court holds that the law al- 
lows strikers to “persuade,” but 
not to “importune,” much less to 
coerce, threaten or bulldoze, their 
fellow workers who refuse to join 
them. 

Much importance attaches to the 
distinction between “persuade” and 
“importune.” 

The distinction drawn by the su- 
preme court means simply that a 
striker-picket may lawfully speak 
to a fellow worker who has stayed 
on the job, and offer to talk things 
over with him as he goes to or 
leaves his place of employment; 
but that he cannot lawfully force 
the party of the second part to par- 
ticipate in such discussion or to 
listen to what he has to say. 

Also, the court holds that one 
picket at each entrance or exit of 
a plant where a strike is on is suf- 
figient; and that practices which 
ere otherwise lawful should be for- 
bidden if it {s apparent that they 
will lead inevitably to violations of 
the law. { 

Taking the decision as a whole, 
organized labor can hardly, with 
consistency, find fault with it. 

It is much more favorable to the 
unions than are many other deci- 
sions on the game points that have 
recently been handed down by 
lower courts. 

Some judges, for instance, have 
held that there is no such thing as 
“neaceful picketing,” and that all 
forms of picketing is, therefore, per 
se unlawful—an extreme view in 
which the supreme court of the na- 
tion does not share. 

But while this decision recog- 
nizes the right of workers to quit 
work and to try to “persuade” oth- 
ers to follow their example, it 
clearly and very properly does not 
accord to any man or group of men 
the right to say that others shall 
not work if they want to. 

It upholds the inalienable and 


God-given right of every person to 
earn his living where and however 
he pleases, so long as he is en- 
gaged in an occupation that is it- 
self within the law. 

And this is as it should be. 


CRIME AND BAIL. 

A New York judge has officially 
requested all professional bonds- 
men to refuse to make bonds for 
all applicants having criminal rec- 
ords. 

Observation teaches him, he says, 
that the ease with which arrested 
criminals may procure release on 
bonds is in a measure responsible 
for the excessive amount of crime 
from Which the metropolis is suf- 
fering. > 

He points out that when a thief 
under arrest gets bail “he is let 
loose in the city to ply his trade 
for a year before his case can be 
brought to trial’—the beneficiary 
of a system that sets at large 
“dangerous men who should be 
locked up”—and he declared that. 
“so far as this court is able, it will 
break up the practice of bonding 
companies aiding and abetting pro- 
fessional criminals to carry on 
their occupations.” 

The bonding abuse, undoubtedly, 
is proportionately as prevalent all 
over the country as it is in New 
York; and everywhere law-abiding, 
right-living people are suffering 
from its bad effects. 

There is no law, perhaps, by 
which bondsmen can legally be 
prevented from “bailing out” purse- 
snatchers, pickpockets, burglars, 
yeggs and the like—who can “earn” 
as much while at liberty under 
bond as though they were at kb- 
erty with no charge hanging over 
them—but the bonding companies 
themselves should, by mutual 
agreement, put an end to the prac- 
tice. 

This New York jurist asks those 
in his jurisdiction to learn from 
the police or district attorney if 
applicants for bail have criminal 
records, and to refuse to issue bail 
to defendants who have such rec- 
ords; and his request is not only 
reasonable, but it is in the inter- 
est of community welfare, 

As The Brooklyn Eagie suggests, 
in commending this policy— 


“The bonding companies whose 
business is authorized by the state, 
owe a duty to the community which 
permits them to carry it on, and ‘the 
least they can do is so to conduct 
it that they will not increase the 
risk to life and property.” 


The place for the habitual crim- 
inal is in jail, and when he is out 
of jail, whether under bond or not, 
he is a menace to the community. 


And the professional] bondsmen 
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owe it to society to put community 
welfare above personal profits, at 
least to the extent of providing all 
the assistance they may in pro- 
tecting the community against the 
criminal psrasite. 


THE HOME-TOWN SINGER. 
Will Carleton lived to be old, 
and there came to him a fair meas- 


ure of that recognition which is | 


the reward of writers, whether 
they hope for the heights or gain 
the tribute of the lowlands of 
song. 

He had what may be called “a 
fine time” in his day—the adula- 
tion of the people who loved his 
song. Everybody knew the author 
of “Betsey and I Are Out;” the 
school children of his time recited 
it, and his “Over the Hills to the 
Poorhouse” struck the plain, 
pathetic note; and the verses are 
as true today in all that they stood 
for as they were when he wrote 
them. 7 

He has been dead some years, 
and, in a way, forgotten; but that 
is the fate of poets great and 
small—the world forgets—for a 
time, but not altogether, 

That is why, in the case of Will 
Carleton, his birthplace—Hudson, 
Michigan—was long in “discover- 
ing” him; but it recently remem- 
bered, and gave him the honor of 
a memorial tablet. 

But he had the tribute of the 
admiration and the love and affec- 
tion of the readers of his verse 
while he yet lived, and, in the full 
measure of the monetary standards 
of that day, he reaped his reward. 

It’s great for the home-towns of 
their authors who climb above the 
crowd, not to forget them. There 
are ever the appreciative, intel]- 
lectual ones to keep bright the 
memories of the humble, home- 
singers. They, after they have 
gone, may sleep in Oblivion a 
while—even as the greatest have 
slept—but Memory, in the end, is 
gracious to them, and is it not real 
earthly immortality for the simple 
home-town singers to live in the 
scrapbooks of Home?

THE WAR-SHADOWS. 

Those who may have seen recent 
pictures of Rudyard Kipling must 
have been impressed with the 
deep sadness of the eyes. 

The look in them is one of melan- 
choly reminiscence, which recalls 
the lines— 

“And lor ; mightst thou have seen 

An old .....1, wandering as in quest 
of something— 

Something he could not tell—he 
knew not what.” 

Kipling’s only son went to. the 
late war and, day by day, from that 
time on, there came no tidings of 
him save thgt he was numbered 
among the issing’’—the heart- 
breaking multitudes of them! 

Recently the last word of hope- 
less search came to him from the 
late Far Eastern war-front, and he, 
like millions of other forlorn fa- 
thers who gave their sons to serv- 
ice, has given up hope. 

In this connection comes the 
silent passing of the commander of 
The Lost Battalion—the far-reach- 
ing result of the great grief of war. 

It is, indeed, so great a grief—so 
dark a memory—that the light and 
home-love of the after, peaceful 
years bring to it no surcease.

UNDULY INFLUENCED CRITICISM 


After reading Mr. Middleton Mur- 
ry’s impassioned diatribe against Mr. 
Hugh Walpole and his “Thirteen 
Travellers,” it is imposisble not to 
conjecture just what the next meet- 
ing of these two eminent gentlemen 
was. And when Miss Katherine 
Mansfield writes Mr. Compton Mac- 
kenzie down a dispenser of chocolate 
creams, can even a perfectly bred 
Oxonian hand the lady a cup of tez 
with a few affable words, the very 
next week? As for Miss Rebecc:: 
West, whom can she go down tv 
dinner with, unsuspicious of poison in 
her sherry? Perhaps, indeed, only 
the reviewers of the Times Literary 


Supplement can count upon enjoying 
their lunch. Of course, there are 


equally bold disparagers among the 
freeborn, but it seems much more civil 
to illustrate by examples from outre- 
mer the obvious advantage of inhabit- 
ing a town whose one eminent author 
has been some years dead. And yet, 
by a complicated series of events, it 
happens that one of the two writers 
now approaching discussion once ad- 
jacently consumed a beaker full of the 
cold north: it is to be hoped that this 
slight review of two quite charming 
books—charming must be the adjec- 
tive, even though charmed will be in- 
evitable two lines down—will not re- 
veal which one. 

“Autumn” and “The Charmed Cir- 
cle’—the precedence is purely alpha- 


betical—are not so very much more 
like each other than “Quo Vadis” and 
the “Satyricon ;” but they are almost 
equally different from the fictions 
that bound volumes of literary-ish 
periodicals will present to posterity 
as th; novels that the present gener- 
fition of gloom-reverencing Americans 
delight to honor. It has long been a 
commonplace that no man who aspired 
to political preferment could afford 
to be discovered in a_ light-hearted 
phrase, but it is only since the pass- 
ing of the delicious nineties that dull- 
ness and heaviness and misery have 
settled in an ever-thinking fog over 
the unhappy novel. 

Delightful Comedy of Manners. 

And se, it is a pleasant thing to 
find that delight has not forever fled, 
and that Edward Alden Jewell has 
ventured to write, and Alfred 


Knopf has ventured to publish, a 


story which is not a fearless attack 


upon the farm, the village, the army, 
the church, the holy state of matri- 
mony, the flapper, or the egg. But, 
as a matater of fact—or perhaps, 
more modestly, of opinion—it takes 
a deak more courage nowadays to 
write a delicate comedy than _ to 
write the most relentless exposure of 
one’s neighbor’s frailties; the public

For those persons who take their 
novels morbidly, there are a death- 
bed, a lost girl, a kindly schoolmas- 
ter dismissed by a harsh school-board, 
a lover dead in the war—off stage— 
and some other lesser calamities; but 
a mild cynicism and a very simple 
and lovely prose, which Mr. James 
Branch Cabell for some strange reason 
calls strange, will almost certainly be 
discouraging to them. The scanty bio- 
graphical notes concerning Mr. Na- 
than which the publication of his book 
have brought to light give one no 
inkling as to when or where he ob-

FRANCE AND DISARMAMENT | 


M. Briand, pleading the cause of 
France at Washington, made a dra- 
matic and fascinating picture. A 
French statesman pleading for 
France, with the world for an au- 
dience, makes an instant appeal to the 
heart and the imagination of men. He 
stood silhouetted against a back- 
ground of national achievement, well- 
night matchless in the long story of 
human struggle for freedom. He had 
but to mention Germany to make cap- 
tive the sympathies of civilization. 
Germany recalled the indelible victure 
of 1870, with Bismarck in the fore- 
ground, writing an infamous peace at 
the point of his sword in the place of 
Versailles, It was not necessary for 
M. Briand to recite the story of the 
last fifty years, with Germany hang- 
ing like the sword of Damocles, a con- 
Stant terror and menace to the peace 
and prosperity of his beloved France. 
The memory of the hour when that 
terrible sword fell is too fresh and 
vivid to need the words of this elo- 
quent Frenchman to recall its horror. 
But perhaps it is well, ever and anon, 
to have the case of France vs, Ger- 
many laid before the bar of civiliza- 
tion,, “lest we forget.” 

Security of France. 


Whenever the case is clearly stated 
I um sure there can be no debate as 
France must be made 
secure against any future assault of 
Germany. For my part, I cannot un- 
derstand how America can ever rest 
again with any easy conscience until 
she hag given that guarantee, sealed 
with her honor and her gratitude. If 
it was right for our boys to cross the 
seas and fight the Teuton beast in the 
Argonne in 1918, the obligation to go 
to the defense of France, if_it should 
ever be needed again in 
should now be doubly s 
compelling appeal to 
honor and gratitude. 

But, after saying thfs/with all the 
emphasis of my heart,@4visdom and a 
sincere desire for the best interests of 
both #rance and the rest of the world, 
compels us to ask the question, what 
defense does France now need from 
Jermany? I repeat again, whatever 
guarantee ig needed should be gladly 
and whole-heartedly given. But in 
this critical moment, when a whole 
world needs defense from anarchy and 
bankruptcy, no soft sentiment nor 
vague fears should dictate the policy 
of nations. 

The Real Question. 

In 1914 Germany launched against 
France the most powerful military 
machine the world has ever seen. 
There could be no discussion then as 
to what France and the rest of civili- 
gation needed for their salvation. ‘This 
force must be met by the combined 
force of all the allies, or they must 
surrender to a military despotism. Led 
by France, the allies were glorously 
victorious. They conquered, disarm- 
ed and dethroned the military tyrants 
of Germany. The question now is— 
can Germany repeat that world 
tragedy? In order to answer this 
question it is necessary to answer an- 
other. What produced the military 
machine of 1914 and made it the ter- 
ror of the world? 

For fifty years a small group of men 
absolutely dominated the thonght and 
the activity of a great and resourceful 
people. In schoo! and chureh and 
home they prepared the mind of this 
people for the day when Germany 
should conquer the werld by force. 
With marvelous, comprehensive fore- 
sight ‘they developed the industrial and 
commercial resources of the nation 
and co-ordinated them in perfect har- 
‘many with their war purpose. During 
all of these years the male: population 


of Germany was drilled and i 
‘lined under the best military capeiad 
of Europe. Resources of food, cloth 
ing and military munitions were 
hoarded and husbanded. The best 
scientific thought of a technically edu- 
cated people was ned into the 
military service. Then this military 
autocracy, imaving diplomatically julied 
the nations into a sense of security, 
chose its own day and hour to strike. 

Now we must ask, can Germany re- 
peat that achievement in the next hair 
century? It required an autocra 
& government not responsible to the 
people—to so use a people for its own 
purposes, Even if they were in charge 
of Germany today and the eople had 
forgotten all the lessons of the past, 
would it not require at least a quarter 
of a century for such supreme war 
preparation. But this military autoe- 
racy is gone and utterly discounted in 
the minds of the people. With the 
eyes of the nations of Europe keenly 
and suspiciously watching every de- 
velopment of Germany, it is unthink- 
able that any serious or systematic 
military preparations could be made 
without the alarm being given to the 
world, 

The Menace of Guns. 

I am profoundly convinced that the 
huge standing army of France today, 
while not needed to resist another

German military machine, is a dig- 7 


tinct obstacle to the healing of the 
hurts of Europe. The army on the 
Rhine must be paid for by Germany 
out of funds which should be. going 
to the payment of her reparations. 
The rest of the army is a dead 
weight carried by an impoverished peo- 
ple. Hundreds of thousands of men 
who should be carrying industrial bur- 
dens are carrying guns. Nor is this 
all. That army is a constant irritant 
to Germany. Germany ean only May 
France for the horrible destruction 
which it wrought by the very best 
work of which the people are capable. 
Military sentinels are the poorest task 
masters in the world, and bayonets 


make sullen slackers out of the best ° 


of workmen. It is hard enough to be 
compelled to work for your conqueror, 
but to do the best work at the point of 
his gun is impossible to human nature. 
This is fundamentally a question in 
economics. Sixty million people in 
Germany must feed and clothe them- 
selves, help rebuild Belgium and 
France, and in addition, make its 
normal contribution to world trade. 
The world needs these workmen, and 
needs them at their highest efficiency. 
If anything like normal civilization is 
to be restored, we had just as well face 
the fact that we cannot indulge in the 
luxury of vengeance without hurting 
ourselves fully as much, if not more, 
than we hurt the Germans. But for 
my own part, I have never hated the 
rerman people. I hated, and hate 
now, the Prussian caste, the Prussian 
system, the Prussian spirit. The Ger- 
-man people were poisoned by this. spirit 
even to its childhood. The dethrone- 
ment of the Hohenzollerns was a huge 
surgical operation. The cutting of 
fAhis cancerous thing from the body 
politic does not mean an instant eure, 
The patient is not well, but shall be, 
Force cannot help now. Never was 
wisdom, justice and kindliness so muc's 
needed in the affairs of men. An en- 
lightened selfishness, if you please, de- 
mands that we shall turn our backs 
upon blind force and speak to the 
mind and heart of this German peop'e 
in terms of sanity, rightness and kind- 
ness.

ference visibly draws to its close 
sides:

When and where will the next conference be held and what 


subject or subjects will it discuss? 


That there must be another conference eyeryone agrees.

pin down the most optifistic champions of the present gathering they 
are forced to concede that the greatest achievement here has not been 
‘an accomplishment in what Mr. Hughes would call “facts.” LAttle of great 
moment has been done or can be done; the real questions which trouble 
the world today have been avoided, not “settled.” What will be best 
in all the Washington affair, if it finally succeeds, will be that it has 
’ opened the way for other conferences. 

Since Mr. Hughes has dramatically set the fashion for conferences 
by limiting the agenda, one may ask what will be the main subject 
of another gathering, conceding at once that there are unhappily far 


too many questions which are available. 


Yet agreement will not be 


difficult on the main problem. After all, it is the economic and finan- 
cial situation in the world today which must have some international 
treatment if we are to escape a prolongation of industrial and economic 


misery. 


’ Brussels Slated 
For Meeting. ) 


So Washington: has concluded that 
some time next year, perhaps in the 
early spring, the world will gather 
about the green table again. It has 
ven agreed quite tentatively that 
Brussels might be the best place for 
such a convocation, since the French 
will not go to London nor the British 
fo Paris, and the United States, if it 
' goes at all, is quite as willing to go 
to the Belgian capital as to any other 
city in Europe, with the single em- 
phatic exception of Geneva, which 
might suggest Canossa. 

But should the United States go to 
any. economic conference anywhere as 
things stand today? This is the real 
question. Of course we have obvious 
interest in improving economic condi- 
tions. Our foreign trade languighes 
and well nigh disappears. The prod- 
ucts of our fields and our factories 
are piled up in home storage or on 
_ the quays of Europe. Our farmers 

are using their corn for coal. And 
despite all this, Europe has a bitter 
need of all the things we most desire 
Yet while our money contin-

A 
few days ago there came from the 
‘white house the indirect suggestion 
that America might not only attend, 
but aid in the calling of a new con- 
ference. Europe leaped upon the sug- 
._ gestion as meaning, if not an Ameri- 

ean return to the league, at least 
American adherence to a new league 
to be called by the blessed name of 
- association. It required only a Jittle 
time, however, to establish the fact 
that President Harding was not think- 
ing. of such a course. yet there re- 
mained the perfectly just. interpreta- 
tion that he looked with approval 
upon the “conference habit” and 
would be. disappointed if after Wash- 
ington there were not sqme further 
forward step toward international ad- 
justment through international dis- 


a 
~ Problem’ Centered 
On Reparations. 

Accepting all this, however, the su- 


preme question remains the same for 
Americans, Our self-interest requires 
the reconstruction of Europe. But 
how can one reconstruct anarchy, and 
by anachy I mean not bolshevism, but 
the present chaos in policy, which 
marks the nations once associated to 
defeat Germany and now hopelessly 
divided over what should be done with 
the conquered foe. 


- Of course the whole question cen- 
ters about reparations, even the de- 
bate over land armaments is subsi- 
diary to that of German payments. 
Next month Germany will arrive at a 
test date. She must pay an install- 
ment upon her account with her con- 
querors. A few months ago there was 
geheral agreement that she could and 
would pay. Today there is no similar 
certainty. Berlin and London are 
both points of departure for rumors 
of a moratorium, Paris responds with 
suggestions of armed occupation, of 
the application of a process which re- 
sembleg the seizure of the assets of a 
debtor, the application of the bank- 
ruptey process, © , 
But what is the use of a new con- 
ference to restore confidence or en- 
courage economic revival, if British 
policy and French policy are thus at 
odds? As long as Britain insists that 
the solution is the amendment by re- 
duction of the financial clauses of the 
treaty of Versailles, while France 
maintains that the solution is applica- 
tion of force and the preservation of 
the treaty, what can the American, 


representativés do at a new confer-, 


ence? 

Back of the British position lies 
the British fact. Every British 
propagandist from Keynes to Wells 
is dominated by the perfectly accurate 
appreciation of the truth that unless 
the European market is restored the 
plight of Britain is desperate. Per- 
haps, as both aver, the ruin of west- 
ern civilization will follow. Certainly 
millions of people living within the 
British Isles will have to migrate or 
starve if they are long deprived of the 
opportunity to sell the products of 
their labor abroad and buy food for 
home consumption with the proceeds. 
England became a factory nation in 
the last century and must sell or per- 
‘sh—this means that it must reopen 
the markets of central Europe and of 
Russia, and it must do this quickly. 


French Power to 


Enforce Treaty. 
All this is perfectly clear, but how 


are the markets to be reopened? Only 


by getting Germany back on her feet, 
and to do this it is axiomatic to the 
British mind that the treaty of Var- 
sailles, that is the reparations 
clauses, must be transformed. Un- 
happily at this point Britain en- 
counters the law and the police force 
behind the law. For the_ treaty of 
Versailles is the law of Europe, at- 
tested to by British as well as French 
signatures. And the French army 1s 
the police force authorized under the 
treaty. 

Thus when Washington saw the 
creat British offensive against the 
French army in recent days, it was 
mistaken if it accepted at their face 
value British allegations that France 
was militaristic and seeking by its 
armies to obtain the hegemony of 
Europe. Such allegations are “old 
stuff’ of the war propaganda era, 
like to the allegations directed against 
British navalism by German critics.

N ECONOMIC. SITUATION NEEDED 


What the British really see in the 
French army is the power to enforce 
the treaty of Versailles as it exists and 
such enforcement, to their mind, 
means postponement of German and of | 
British recovery, with all the conse- | 
quent ruin. 

France, too, sees the army as the! 
means of enforcing payment, but it is | 
payment France wants. England has 
only a minor share in the reparations 
and she cannot accept payment even 
of this minor share without grave 
prejudice to her own economic estab- 
lishment. But France can take all 
Germany can pay, and being able to 
take it, she is just as honest in be- 
lieving Germany can pay as is Britain 
in the certitude that she cannot. Now 
in this situation if Germany does not’ 
pay, France can use her police force 
just as long as she is able to maintain 
an adequate force, 


_The worst thing about the situa- 
tion from the British point of view, 
then, is that France has the law and 
the power both on her side, at least 
this is the present situation. If you 
break down the French army the 
whole situation will be changed. Hence 
the attack upon the French army. 
the effort to force the issue of land 
armaments before the Washington 
conference, the certainty that the ef- 
fort will be renewed if there is an- 
other conference, All talk about 
French militarism qua militarism ig' 
arrant nonsense when it is not de- 
liberate propaganda, 

What the British see clearly is that 
when Germany refuses to pay, either 
because she can’t or because she 
won't, the French army can quickly 
move to the Ruhr, can occupy the in- 
dustrial regions of the Rhine valley. 
France can foreclose on her claim, 
that is the amount of it. The Ger- 
mans cannot prevent it, Europe can- 
not stop it, the British have no re- 
source to halt it. The law is on the 
French side and the law igs supported 
by the power, might and technical 
right are joined. 

Yet such occupation means instant 
disaster to much of Europe and to 
Britain first of all. No one can fore- 
cast what it might mean politically 
in Germany, but it would certainly 
bring economic confusion and _ it 
would surely spread further paralysis 
in the markets of central Europe. Fac- 
tories in Britain would have to shut 
down, unemployment would mount 
again. Thousands, hundreds of thou- 
sands of British workmen would 
azain have to depend on the largess 
of the state for existence. 

In a word, if France should seek 
by force to apply the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, as it was written, and still 
stands, as it is her legal right to do, 
such a course might bring, if not ruin, 
at least fresh financial and economic 
disaster to Britain. That is why 
Britain clamors for the elimination 
of the French army, that is what is 
at the back of the mind of Mr. Wells 
and all those who share his views. I 
do not mean that they are thinking 
only of Britain, the disaster would 
extend far beyond British shores, but 
nowhere would the suffering be more 
considerable. 


By contrast, despite all the argu- 
ments to the contrary. which have 
filled American and British newspa- 
pers, such a policy would bring no 
considerable discomfort to France. 
She can feed herself, she has all that 
She needs save coal, and coal she 
would obtain, indeed a monopoly of 
the coal supply of the continent, if 
she occupied the Ruhr, since her 
Polish allies will have the fields of 
Upper Silesia under the recent de- 
cision of the league of nations. 

Even if Germany should smash ut- 
terly, as some prophets forecast, 
France would gain in security what 
she lost in reparations. She has re- 
ceived no money on the reparations 
account yet. The British .would now 
reduce the mythical figures which ex-! 
ist. But the more the reduction the| 
less concern in France if instead of | 
elimination of reparations by confer- 
ence there ig elimination of Germuaiy | 
by collapse. If France is to get 
nothing in money, nothing substntial, 
whether in money or in kind by some} 
agreement, such as Loucheur and/ 
Rathenau signed, why should France 
eare if Germany goes to smash eco-' 
nomically and industrially and _ be- 
come a poor and weak country, thus 
in no sense a menace to France? 


British Refuse 


To Face Facts. 3 
Here is the fact in the reparations 
situation, but the British refuse to 


face the fact. For some odd reason 
they still cling to the belief that 
France can be forced to give up some- 
thing for nothing. They do not yet 
perceive or will not concede that with 
the crushing of Germany, France has 
regained her freedom in Europe, that 
at least for the moment she loes not 
need British support and that she is 
not ready or willing to bow to British 
demands and sacrifice her rights to 
British—or for that matter American 
necessities. The whole economic sit- 
uation in Europe turns on this point. 
Unless the British can find a way to 
turn the French out of their position 
on reparations, to turn them out or to 
persuade them to come out, the eco’ 
nomic recovery of Europe is adjourn-| 
ed—above all it is permanently ad-. 
journed so long as the British believe | 
they can force the French out—this is | 
the bottom fact. | 
I wish I could make clear to my, 
readers once for all the reality in the} 
European situation. The _ treaty of | 
Versailles: bestowed upon France cer- 
tain rights with respect of Germany 
and at the same time imposed upon 
Germany certain duties. Not all the 
rights have been observed, not all the 
duties have been fulfilled, but the 
French believe, quite accurately, that 
such performance as there has been 
flows from the fact that the alterna- 
tive for the German was the occupa- 
tion of more German territory by the 
French army. Unless’ the army is 
maintained at a strength sufficient for 
the work of enforcement of the treaty 
Germany will refuse point blank. 
The French no longer expect Ameri- 
ean or British guarantees of French 
security, to obtain which they made 
many sacrifices at Paris. They no 
longer look for aid to any one of their 
former allies. They have had a bit- 
ter disillusionment on this score. 
France has been thrown back upon 
herself. But this isolation has not 
deprived her of her ‘army yet, not 


| ordinary 


broken down, the legal strength of her 
position based upon the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. On the contrary her army 
remains intact, it has a warrant in 
law and, as the police power for en- 
forcing the treaty of Versailles, its 
employment is justified. 

The course of all international af- 
fairs today is that the real fact is ob- 
secured by the pseudo-moral issue. It 
is true that _Erench policy paralyses 
European recovery and _ prolongs 
British suffering. But it is equally 
true that British policy would 
threaten French rights and might 
bring about French ruin. In the long 
run nothing can be accomplished un- 
til the two policies are accommodated, 
until the French and the British reach 
a mutually acceptable compromise un- 
less one or the other can impose its 
whole policy on the other, and this is 
wholly unlikely. 

We are not confronting the clash 
between a right and a wrong, but be- 
tween two wholly legitimate self-in- 
terests. The discussion is bedeviled 
by all sorts of appeals to moral con- 
‘siderations, but neither British or 
French diplomacy is concerned about 


salvation of its own country. The:

economic recovery of Europe. waits 
upon the liquidation of a French claim 
which no one questions. France can 
afford to collect this perfectly just 
debt. Britain, Italy, in a measure the 
United States, cannot afford to have 
France employ force to collect the 
debt. But no one of the three is willing 
to recompense France for relinquish- 


, ing the claim and France can very 


easily afford to face all the conse- 
quences of an attempt to collect. The 
attempt may wreck Germany, it may 
promote disaster in Britain and Italy. 
it will inconvenience the United 
States, concede all that, still French 
right and power remain unshaken. 

The problem is to move France, to 
get rid of her prior claim, but this can 
only be accomplished by payment and 
so far no one has been willing to pay. 
“France must yield’’ has been the bur- 
den of British and of much American 
song ever since the armistice. The 
moral issue has been invoked and the 
French army has been assailed, not 
because of the militaristic cirecum- 
stance, but because while the French 
army remains intact there is abso- 
lutely no way of eliminating the 
French veto. And the French army 
has survived the Washington conter- 
ence intact. It may not have received 
unqualified indorsement, but certain- 
ly it escaped emphatic disapproval. 

If your neighbor has something, the 
possession of which is displeasing or 
even dangerous for you, it is natural 
to seek to deprive him of it. It is 
natural first of all to appeal to the 
sentiment of the community, to find 
that such possession is an affront to 
the law, or failing that at least to the 
moral sense of the neighborhood. But 
if neither the police nor the board of 
health, nor the Village Improvement 
society can force him to give it up, if 
possession is legal, then, in the end, 
the question comes down to persuasion 
or bargain. This is the whole repara- 
tions issue today. 

We have just about reached this] 
point in the reparations question in 
Europe. It is becoming clear, or 
ought to be becoming clear, to the 
whole world that France will not re- 
sign her position to oblige, to accom- 
modate, to mollify the world. She 
ean’t be turned out of it by attacks 
upon her “militarism” or her morals. 
And if she does not quit her »osition 
pretty soon, if, for example, instead 
of quitting she sets out to enforce the 
treaty by occupation of the Ruhr, fol- 
lowing a German default in January, 
an economic conference will be an 
academic exercise not a practical per- 
formance. 


ARE WE READY 
TO PAY PRICE? 
But are we prepared to foin in 


persuading France to surrender just 
claims? If we are then this means 
in practice going to the next economic 
conference, announcing that we will, 
for certain returns in policy, consent 
to eancel our European debts, pro- 
vided there is a general European can- 


cellation, that a detail in such gen- | 


eral cancellation must be the reduc- 
tion of the German reparations sums 
to that wholly possible sum which 
would permit the reconstruction of 
French ruins, such reconstruction to 
be made possible not by money pay- 
ments, But by payments in kind, as 
Loucheur and Rathenau planned. We 
can also discuss land armaments then. 

We can open another conference 
with just as impressive a gesture as 
Mr. Hughes made the other day here 
in Washington, when he proposed the 
naval scrapping, because we have 
claims to scrap, just as we had ships. 
But does -anyohe imagine that the 
country is ready for any such pro- 
ject? On the other hand it is non- 
sense, vicious nonsense, to argue that 
we can go to Brusels and persuade 
the French to surrender rights be- 
cause these rights are inconvenient or 
worse for the rest of the world. We 
might just as well have asked. Brit- 
ain and Japan to scrap their ships, 
while we retained ours. 

The alternative, and the only al- 


|ternative, is to treat reparations as 


a European problem pure and simple, 
which it both is and is not. We 
may then say to Europe, “settle this 
matter between vourselves and when 
you have settled it, then we will 
come and talk over with you meas- 
ures to start the watch of trade to 
ticking again.” Pending such a Eu- 
ropean agreement we can only wait 
on our side of the Atlantic, we shall 
suffer, our foreign trade will stead- 
ily diminish, the European situation 
will worsen. it may go to ruin. Still 
we shall suryive in any event, how- 
ever much we suffer. 

Today, however, we have to recog- 
nize that there is no moral remedy 
either for political or economic con- 
ditions. We have to recognize that

The United States today possesses 
the power to restore the economic 


in the obligations owed to it by the 
principal nations. By offering can- 
cellation it can impose certain poli- 
cies which are of obvious benefit to 
the whole world. Moreover, until the 
questions of debt and of German reéefa- 
rations are frankly faced and honestly 
considered, without regard to their 
political aspects, we shall get at best 
only a slow world recovery and at 
worst a swift slump. The real ques- 
tion 1s how and when to exercise our 
power, which in -any event cannot be 
lexercised while this country contin- 
ues fo regard the debts as money as- 
sets, not as means to accomplish the 
end, which is the restoration of our 
foreign trade and of our foreign mar- 
kets. 


It is the appreciation of some of 
the facts which I have cited which 
has led to a certain slackening of 
American enthusiasm for a prompt 
reassembling of the great powers of 
the world in a new economic con- 
ference. The view is expressed in 
many influential quarters that an 
economic conference cannot succeed, 
that American participation cannot 
be useful, until reparation is adjusted 
by £urope. There remains the frank 
doubt as to whether Europe is to- 


day capable of that degree of co-oper- 
ation which would make adjustment 
possible, At least most Europeans of 
my acquaintance openly question the 
possibility.

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Large Eagle Killed 
Near Athens Rivals 


Belled Buzzard 


Athens, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Belled buzzards with all their 


bad omens have been seen and talked 
|of for many years, but a large brown 
eagle, with a clanking chain on its 
foot, was an unexpected visitor that 
has surprised all Athens and the ad- 
jacent territory. The large winged 
fowl was discovered and killed near 
here late Saturday afternoon. It has 
a wing spread of more than six feet, 
and is said to be the largest eagle 
that has ever been seen in these sec- 
tions. 

T. A. Whitehead, who resides near 
Eastville, a suburb of Athens. was 
walking to the little town late Satur- 
day afternoon, when just above him 
he heard a heavy flapping that almost 
drowned out the gentle ringing of 
what at the time, he thought, must 
have been a bell. Mr. Whitehead 
states that he was sure it was a belled 
buzzard, and when it did not light 
but flew on a few feet in front of 
him, he was determined to follow it 
to its landing, and satisfy himself 
that it was a buzzard. 

On reaching the spot where the bird 
had landed, he found that it was a 
large eagle, of the Washington variety, 
that had a number 8 victor trap 
about one of its feet. The trap was 
16 inches in Tength and had part of 
the chain which had previously fasten. 
ed it to the ground hanging on it. 
From the nature of the wound on the 
bird’s leg, it is thought that the eacle 
had been carrying the six-pound trap 
around with it for possibly several 
weeks. The eagle. said to be the 
largest ever seen in this section, is 
on exhibition in Athens. It is the 
second eagle killed near here in the 
last year.

BLACK PANTHER’S CUB 
FEATURED AT FORSYTH 


Florence Reed Plays Lead, 
Well-Known Players Ap- 
pear in Cast. 


Florence Reed, who is now at the 
zenith of her dramatic powers, plays

(Hamden’s Rise 
In Great Role 
‘Came Suddenly 


Two years ago, in New York, was 
an organization known as the Shake- 
speare playhouse. rt was an organi- 
zation of enthusiasts who produced 
the bard’s plays from time to time on 
unpretentious scale, but in artistic 
fashion. In that organization was 
Walter Hampden. 

The time came to stage “Hamlet.” 
As those acquainted with the title 
role of this tragedy know, the part of 
the morbid prince is perhaps the most 
exacting of all Shakespearean roles. 


‘| Mr. Hampden was at last selected. 


“Hamlet” was presented one wintry 
afternoon in 1918. The first matinee 
was sparsely attended. Less than $200 


was in the house, 

But, while there were few in the 
audience, one of them was the veteran 
critic, J. Rankin Towse. Mr. Towse 
wrote that he had seen “‘the best Ham- 
let on the boards, with the exception 
of Forbes-Robertson.” Later in the 
season he again saw Mr. Hampden 
and he removed the “exception” part 
of it. Mr. Towse’s criticism made 
the receipts jump to more than $300 
for the second matinee, and when oth- 
er critics came up and viewed the per- 
formance, each agreeing with Mr. 
Towse’s verdict, there came into being 
the new “greatest Hamlet orf the 
times.” ae 

The matinees, originally scheduled 
to be three in number, were continued 
by popular demand until it was at last 
necessary to put on special matinees 
at the Plymouth theater at 10:30 in 
the morning. To be brief, the mati- 
nees continued until 68 performances 
in all of the tragedy were played. 

Many believe Mr. Hampden is an 
Englishman, but he was born in 
Brooklyn, and his full name is Walter 
Hampden Dougherty, his brother be- 
ing Paul Dougherty, famous marine 
painter. Furthermore, he first layed 
Shakespeare with the famous Benson 
players, appearing as Hamlet in Lon- 
don when but 25 years old. with Mr. 
H. B. Irving’s company. Mr. Irving 
was taken sick when Mr. Hampden 
was playing Laertes, and rather than 
close the show, Mr. Hampden went 
on the title role and won W illiam 


Archer’s praise.

utive officials, headed by M. B. Well- 
born, governor, were re-elected for 
the new year, and Colonel Edward 
T. Brown, who retires as director 
of the institution after having served 
in this capacity since 1914, was pre- 
sented with a beautiful loving cup by 
his associate members. 

In addition to the usual routine 
business, the history of the bank 
was reviewed from its establishment 
by Colonel Brown in his address be- 
fore the directors. He described the 
rapid development of the institution 
and the part it has played in the 
world’s history, placing especial em- 
phasis on assistance rendered farmers 
during the past year. 

Review Record. 

The retiring director will be suc- 
ceeded by Lindsey Hopkins, of Atlan- 
ta, on January 1, 1922. Colonel 
Brown’s retirement was caused by his 
removal to Washington, D. C. Each 
member of the board of directors paia 
tribute to his record as an official of 
the bank, and Governor Wellborn 
presented the loving cup bearing the 
following inscription: 

“Presented to Colonel Edward T. 
Brown, director of the Federal le-

Leading Citizens Assure 
Federal Agent of Support 
in Probing Lynchings. 


Athens, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Headed by Sheriff C. T. Max- 
ey and Deputy Sheriff Emmett Rob- 
erson, a group of Oconee county’s lead- 


ing citizens came to Athens Saturday 
to reassure Judge Walter G. Cornett, 
United States deputy clerk here, that 
the county officials and the leading 
citizens of Oconee county will co-oper- 
ate fully with the government in mak- 
ing a federal investigation into lynch- 
ings and killings that have been 
staged recently in that county. 

_ This official visit by the county of- 
ficers followed an unofficial call by 
several of the county’s citizens early 
in the week, when they asked that 
the United States authorities look 
into the Oconee county situation and 
take whatever action they think best 
in the matter. 

Members of the committee Saturday 
assured Judge Cornett that the Oco- 
nee citizens would swear to affidavits 
that would clearly place the blame 
where it should be, and would further 
show that the citizens of Oconee coun- 
ty are law-abiding and want to see 
the group of men who resort to vio- 
lence stayed by the hands of the law.

of a mighty machine in which I, after all, 
was just one of the infinitesimal cogs! 


That mighty machine was the giant or- 
ganization that canned melodies for the 
millions, for whom music hath charms to 
stir the human breast. And I was there 
to be canned! That is just about the way 
I felt. 
at the hotel, its grand piano, the diplomat 
who counseled rést, and the roses! I was 
in a factory now; I was not an artist, not 
a personality; I was just a voice—a mere 
voice—that was to be put expertly and 
wonderfully on a record and sent broad- 
cast to palaces and hovels the world over. 
And though my personality was to be, as 
it were, eliminated, I thrilled at the 
thought of the vast audience to whom my 
voice would appeal. 


S I stepped cautiously out of the room 

I came, unexpectedly—most unex- 
pectedly—face to face with the oddest 
smile and one of the most interesting 
personalities I have encountered in my 
entire careér. Both belonged to‘a man 
who was hurrying along the hall o sum- 
mon me to his sanctum sanctorum. it 
was Mr. Pasternack, leader of the com- 
pany’s own orchestra, as well as guide, 
philosopher and friend to every visiting 
artist and patron saint of every record 
made. 

“T write the scores for all the records,” 
Mr.’ Pasternack told me, smilingly. “I con- 
duct the orchestral. accompaniment to ali 
the records. My orchestra plays to about 
a hundred million people every year. Yet 
they are never seen. I-am never seen. Is 
it not very sad?” 

I agreed with him that it was most 
unjust. And, in fact, as we proceeded 


Gone, far behind, my lovely suite °° 
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along the noisy, but none the less lonely 
corridor, it did strike me as rather wrong 
that a man of his creative power, and, as 
I was soon to find out, remarkable musi- 
cal capacities, should be so hidden from 
the public eye. But then it struck me 
that, hidden though he may be, he does 
a bigger thing for music and makes a 
mightier contribution to its lovers than 
any conductor of the important symphonic 
orchestras. - 

But my reveries anent Pasternack came 
to a sudden close as we reached the door 
of the recording room. And here again 
my illusions suffered further destruction. 


HE orchestra that sounded like a “hun- 
dred” disclosed itself as being com- 
posed of twenty players. I have never seen 
twenty warmer looking men, as, in thir 
series of stools that raised each little

group of them above the oné in front of 
‘jt, they worked away unendingly on their 


hybrid instruments. 

I say hybrid, because they were ac- 
tually the queerest assortment of melody 
makers. The humble violin, for instance. 
was something of a cross between its usual 
self and a horn, a monstrosity produced 
evidently by the simple amputation of its 
sound box and the replacement of the lat-

Mr. Pasternack must have divined my 
thoughts as I looked around, with some 
amazement, at-the room of which I: had 
conjured up SO many pictures in my imagi- 
nation. 

“Tt is not very beautiful!” he remark- 
ed, with another of his thin, wide smiles 
that captivate one. “I’m sure it’s nothing 
like you ever imagined it would be.” 


It was anything but what I had imagir- 
ed. I had pictured to myself (I can’t give 
any reason why!) a somewhat small, high 
room, lined to the ceiling with dark o<ck 
panels, on which was hung an ‘occasional 
fine tapestry. From heavy gold and red 
Curtains at one end of the room issued a 
massive, round, wooden horn to catch the 
notes of the artist and her accompanists.

HEN the conversation walk first 

‘ made its appearance a short time 

ago, the only evidence of ‘“‘con- 

| versation” was carried on by the 

fi -onlookers. The dancers simply 
walked. 


But. if the dance was a bit 
rough in the beginning, it has 
phaneea: the ugly duckling has grown into 
a beautiful bird. Whatever the conversa- 
thet was, it was, but now it’s different. It 
Teally is an easy, restful and pleasing 
dance. It’s nothing like the Chicago or 
even the toddle, 

To mention the Chicago and the con- 
versation in the same breath is unfair to 
the latter dance. The Chicago is without 
exception the most common contortion 
‘ever allowed in the ballroom. It is a dis- 
grace! Why nice people take it up is 
‘beyond comprehension. The kindest ex- 
Planation is that they want to keep up 
with the fashion. But now that the Chi- 
cago has become ancient history, there 
is no excuse for descending to the level 
of the sort who find pleasure in doing vul- 
gar dances. When people do the Chicago, 
under the guise of dancing, it is no won- 
der that preachers and reformers are anx- 
ious to close up the ballrooms. 

it is true, however, that some people 
‘have been Known to do the Chicago in a 
way which is not objectionable to the eye. 
Fcrtunately, the leaders, that crowd of 
young people in New York who usually 
set the styles-in dancing and clothes, have 
become disgusted with antics unbecoming 
to nice people and have made a decided 
efiort to abolish the little indecencies 
which crept into ballroom dancing. The 
dancing of New York’s better class is 
above par. Nice people are nice wherever 
they are, but even people with immoral 
tendencies will behave like gentlemen if 
the majority is in favor of doing the right 
Salng. 


T THE present moment the tendency 

is to get back to normal. Dancing, 
more than anything else, re- 
flects the times. During a war, 
‘auring business depression. and 
curing a period of transition, ex- 
pression of the times is easily 
discernable in dancing. Right 
now, dancing is getting better.

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Just as the country is getting rid of 
the ill effects of the war, dancing is 
also losing a good deal of its freakish- 
ness. 

The conversation is an improvement 


on the dancing of the past two years. 
The conversation walk, although not 
marked by any sensational steps, is suf- 
ficiently interesting and diverting to 
make good dancers want to take it up. 
The fact that a dance is new is not of 
sufficient importance to make it popu- 
lar, and the conversation did not, like 
the Chicago, make its headway on the 
strength of its novelty. 


The talkative dance, which will un- 
doubtedly be the dance of the season, 
will effect a radical change in the mu- 
sic. The slow toddle time is not suit- 
able for this year’s dance. The new 
music must be much livelier, more 
bouyant and altogether much faster, 


The conversation walk has very few 
quick movements. The steps, or rather 
the variations, have as their basis the 
long smooth walking step. The turns 
are made in military style. The right 
turn, for instance, is very much like the 
“about-face” in the army. The left 
turn is made in the same manner,

HE new dance has taken the place 
T of quite a few of the “antiques.” The 
two-step, long and standby of the old- 
timer, has been eliminated from the fox 
trot. To two-step today is an acknowl. 
edgement of a first-class memory. In 
a way this is good-riddance. Most of 
the long-suffering partners were getting 
tired of dancing with a man who did 
nothing but take “two slides to the 
left, then two more slides to the right.” 
What fun is there in dancing if one 
must repeat, year in and year out, the 
same old steps? 

The two-step in the fox-trot is being 
replaced by the old-fashioned waltz 
steps. Strange to say the waltz steps 


are the most popular inthe fox-trot. 
Just as the two-step acted as the basis 


’ for this popular dance, the waltz, in syn- 


copated form, is now used. 

The society waltz is another new 
dance for this season. - From the num- 
ber of new names one may get the im- 


pression that a hundred and one dances 
are now being done. Far from it. There 
are really only two dances, the fox-trot,

in which is done the conversation, and the 
society waltz, which is very much like 
the old-fashioned waltz, but is more rest- 
ful and perhaps easier. 

The fact is, there is one dance less 
this year than there was last fall. The 


one-step has ceased to exist; for this we 
should be duly thankful. The one-step 
was a poor excuse for taking a walk. I 
have always felt that if one wants ex- 
ercise and takes it out /jin walking, he 
should do it in the fresh\air. Out in the 
open he can do it leisurely and set his 
own pace. If he wants to walk fast, that’s 
his business. But in the ballroom, danc- 
ing to the one-step music, you have to 
hurry, whether you want to or not. Other- 
wise you may get out of time with the 
music. 


Ysa I stop to think that I have 
walked for perhaps ten thousand 
miles to one-step music I come to the con- 
clusion that Barnum was right! But from 
now on we will walk more leisurely, for, 
though the conversation is faster than 
the toddle, it is very much slower than 
that racy one-step. 
It is possible that we may have even 
a slower dance in the form of the new 
tango. There is an attempt on the part 
of good dancers, those who appreciate 
fine dancing, to revive the Argentine in 
this country. In Paris it is all the rage. 
In London it is again becoming popular. 
Now New Yorkers are anx- 
ious to do this most beautiful 
of all ballroom dances. 

The new tango is extremely 
simple. One need not be 
afraid to attempt it. There 
was a time when a person 
felt that if he went forth with 
only two or three other cou- 
ples on the floor he was so 
closely watched that even his 
smallest bunion was con- 
spicuous to the naked eye. 
Now one can attempt the 
tango, the onlookers will 
watch him a moment and then 
follow after him, saying: 
“This is sO easy; we can do 
it, too. Let’s try.” 


- The principal characteristic of the con- 
versation is the manner of walking. The 
steps are long, smooth and with a slight 
inflection at the end of the movement. In 
a way the walk is similar to that of a 


For instance, when 
the left foot is advanced, the right shoul- 
der is moved lightly forward, and vice 
versa. 


|S oe is a step which was evidently in- 
vented by a man who was on his way 
to pay his income tax. You take one step 
forward, then take another step back. 

The most distinctive turns are the 
army pivots in which one turns “about 
face” on both feet. This can be done in 
either the left turn or the right turn. 

There are also some side movements. 
A very easy one is the slow side step with 
the left, then draw up the right and again 
to the left with. the left foot. 

Here is a popular combination: Walk 
forward four steps, beginning with left 
foot. On the fourth step turn one-quarter 
to the right. Then step with left foot 
to left in second position to the side, close 
right foot to left, counting six, step left 
foot to side, seven, close ‘pes stale to left 
on eight. . “

:O BETTER selection for a Christ- 
| mas  evening’s entertainment 
could be made than an amateur 
dramatic performance. It af- 
fords not only amusement to a 
large circle of friends, but en- 
tertainment and pleasure to the 
active participants in preparing 
for the event. It does not necessarily 
‘follow that in order to produce a play 
one must have recourse to professional 
aid. It is surprising what good results 
and what really- excellent performances 
can be obtained with amateur talent. The 
task is not onerous, andthe rehearsals 
can be exceedingly jolly, so that it will 
be considered a pleasant relaxation and 
assume the gayety of a social gathering. 
I have been asked to give some sug- 


gestions which will be.of aid to anvone’ 


desirous of promoting one of these ama- 
teur affairs. I shall take it for granted 
in this article that the entire production 
will be conducted by those who have 
never had any theatrical experience. The 
Suggestions offered are given in a general 
way, but are specific enough to cover the 
ground. . 


The Play’s the Thing. 


"T HE first thing to be considered is the 
selection of a play. That is rather an 
important point. Do not choose one that 
has a large cast of characters. The rea- 
son for this is evident. Numbers in af- 
fairs of this kind create confusion and 
difficulties which are hard to smooth cut. 
The play should be of a character which 
will from its subject matter create in- 
terest. I would suggest that a play be 
selected which does not require extraor- 
dinary ability, and that is nc+ of a. melo- 
dramatic nature. To my mind the society 
drama is the safest proposition. There are 
many in this class which can be present- 
ed without a wealth of scenery. I have in 
mind a play like “Rosemary,” “The Liars,” 
“Tyranny of Tears,” “Young Mrs. Win- 
throp,” “The Wife,” “The Charity Ball.” 
I could name a score more, but merely 
mention these in order to give the reader 
an idea of the sort that will be foind 
easy to produce. For the right of pro- 
ducing some of these plays a small fee 
is required. Yet there are many good 
ones that can be procured at a nlay bu- 
reau for 25 cents. 

Having: selected the play, the next 
thing to do is to select the cast. Here it 
is necessary to use good judgment and 
tact. Be careful to select good players 
who will accept the parts selected for 
them without demurring and will give 
them intelligent consideration. Nothing 
will cause the affair to assume a half- 


heartedness so much as -one person who — 


is constantly finding fault, thereby breed- 
ing dissension. If you would hope to suc- 
ceed you must have harmony in your 
ranks. And be very careful that the fT iy- 
ers selected can, by their natural quali- 
fiections, lend themselves easily to the 
parts they will be called upon to portray.

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For example, the leading woman should 
be more dignified than the young lady 
who will assume one of tie lesser roles. 
The gentremen of the company should 
look the parts. Having’ selected the 
cast, arrangements must be made for the 
rehearsals. 


Assigning the Parts. 


BEFORE the parts are handed out to 

each member the play should be in- 
telligently read aloud by the appointed 
Stage manager to the assembled company, 
who should pay the closest attention. 
After the reading the parts should be 
assigned and questions freely asked and 
discussed as to the characteristics of the 
parts and play. The time must be set for 
the next rehearsal at which each member 
will read his own part, and the business 
of entrances, cues and positions. on the 
stage will be taken up. Careful atten- 
tion must be paid to these matters, called, 
in the parlance of the profession, “busi-

Personal in- 
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ness.” Do not attempt to memorize your 
part before you begin rehearsals. Wait 
until two or three rehearsals have passed 
and you begin to feel easy in the parr 
before you tax your memory. You should 
know the first act the next day after you 
have read the first act with the com- 
pany. And so on, until the entire play 
has been gone through. 

It is not necessary to have more than 
fourteen rehearsals prior to the produc- 
tion. If you would add your little bit to 
the pleasure of the affair, be amenable to 
the rules adopted for the conducting of 
these rehearsals. Pay close attention to 
your own part, and listen to the others. 
Always be ready to pick up your cue. 
Time can be saved whieh w asten the 
work. Above all things, ° w consider- 
ation for your fellow players by refrain- 
ing from conversation while they are 
speaking their lines. Bear in mind that 
good work on your part, ama perhaps on 
the part of your fellow players, at the 
public performance is dependent upon the 
attention you pay to the rehearsals. 


Appropriate Costumes. 
HE next thing to consider is the 


dressing of the parts. If it is a cos- 
tume play be sure that you are not guilty 
of an anchronism. Let the costume that 
you wear be in keeping with the period 
of the play. The costumes of the time of 
Louis XIV are just as different from 
those worn in the period of Louis XVI of 
the First Consul as’ are the costumes of 
the Revolutionary or Colonial periods from 
those- of the present. There should be 
unanimity in the selection of the cos- 
tumes, so far as color and period are 
concerned, so that they will blend hap- 
pily. Care should also be taken in the 
matter of hats and shoes, as incongru; 
ities are liable to arouse derision on the 
part of your audierce. I would advise 
you, if tke scenes of the play selected 
are laid in the past, to visit libraries and 
consult books of reference. Many of the 
histories are illustrated with prints which 
will be found extremely useful. If, how- 
ever, the scenes are laid in the present, 
see that the characters are properly

class in real life or counterpart, and 
study the dress and mannerisms. 

The next thing to be considered is the 


stage. If it happens that a regular the- 
ater cannot be procured, your ingenuity 
will be taxed to overcome this handicap. 
A platform covering an area of as little 
space as twelve by fifteen feet, if more 
‘room is not obtainable, can be made to 
serve the purpose. If there is no plat- 
form, one can be made at a very slight 
expense.. This should be at least three 
feet above the level of the main floor. A 
height of at least ten feet can be arranged 
in the nature of portieres. The scenes 
where merely interiors are represented 
can be made of domestic or some cheap 
colored cotton cloth. The many ways of 
overcoming the lack of scenery are so 
obvious that I need not make any fur- 
ther suggestions. 


The Question of Lights. 
HE arrangement of lights is the one 


that requires attention. “Foots” are 
not indispensable, but when used they 
should be at least eighteen inches apart, 
with a reflector back of them, so that the 
light will be thrown at an angle on the 
stage. Tin cut in convenient strips will 
serve as reflectors. If the effects are to 
be ambitious, scenery can be produced 
for amateur affairs by writing to any 
local theater, the manager of which will, 
I am sure, give the desired information. 


In setting the- stage—that is, provid- 
ing it with proper furniture and decora- 
tions—care should be taken to follow the 
author’s suggestions. He wrote the play, 
consequently his advice should be con- 
sidered. A reading of the play will susg- 
gest what is proper and what is not. A

Endeavor in your representation of any 
character to imagine what your own feel-

If you are called upon to portray a prod- 
uct of the slums, remember that a con- 
cealment of the gallantry and politeness 
natural to you and your walks in life is 
necessary, and that you must bestow on 
your part the coarseness of its nature. 
Though this be but a frolic, this amateur 
affair, be sincere in your work, and you 
will find your pleasure increasing in pro- 
portion to the good work that you are 
doing. Above all things, be natural. That 
is the keynote of acting. If you are able 
te procure the services of a “coach,” my 
advice to you is to follow his counsel. 
When you engage a coach you admit that 
you desire the service of someone who 
Rugys more about acting than yeu do, 
coasequentiy veu should be willing to be 
guided by the advice offered.

Beasts and Birds Retreat Into 
Remote Haunts of Georgia’s 

. Great Swamp as Humankind 
Continues Advance Into the 
Recesses of Nature’s Won- 
derland. 


EDITOR’S NOTE 


This is the third of a series of articles on 
the Okefenokee swamp written by Loyd A. 
Wilhoit, who _recenily accompanied Boy Scouts 
of various Georgia councils on an inspection 
tour of the state’s great wilderness. The present 
article deals with bird, animal and reptile life of 
the Okefenokee, and the fourth and final story 
will describe plant and fish life of the swamp.

ONSTANTLY retreating before the steady progress of men, 
with his new regime of civilization, wild life of the great 
Okefenokee swamp, which half a century ago held undis- 
puted sway in the immense stronghold of nature, has been 
forced to seck its final refuge in the innermost recesses of 
che deep wood, always diminishing in strength and num- 
ber as its domain suffers encroachment. 

Hunting grounds taken over ‘by man, feeding places and 
shelter made untenable by the hum of cross-cut saw and strange 
noises of human-kind, the law of the jungle has become doubly in- 
exorable,-and to sustain themselves now, the denizens of the jungle 
find that their eye-sight must be trained to a high degree of acute- 
ness, that talons must be superlatively murderous, that the death 
swoop must be timed. to the fraction of a second, that fang must be 
buried deep in the most fatal spot and that claw and beak must rip 
and tear with lightning rapidity to halt all chances of the prey’s 
escape. 

At the same time, all wild things of the swamp,—even the cinna- 
mon bear, once the monarch of all the swamp folk, and now a quak- 
ing coward before the thinly distant bay of the hunter’s hounds— 
have, from necessity of life or death, sharpened every sense and 
instinct that spells protection against stronger beast and bird. The 
little brown swamp sparrow, possibly the most timorous of the wild 
people, tenses his form and fades into the general color scheme of 

the gray and brown Okefenokee with a swifter ripple of its tiny 
muscles; the few survivors of the deer which once swarmed the 
trackless waste now snatch their food in constant readiness to 
launch their graceful bodies in full flight, and the ambling bears 
hunt their wild honey only in the thickest and most inaccessible 
parts of the swamp, far from the haunts of man. 

NLESS some means to preserve the lives of these inhabitants of 

the great swamp is adopted speedily, a decade will see the wild 
life of the Okefenokee a thing of the definite past. The hunted 
look in the jungle beasts’ eves will change to the glaze of death at 
the hunter’s hand, and the last, desperate stand of nature against 
artificiality, or the old against the new, shall have been in vain. 

One point, and only .one from the view of the nature-lover, 
brightens the gloom that surrounds what seems to be the eve of 
the final passing of the original inhabitants of the great swamp. 
Secrets of wild life, hitherto unknown, are being revealed by man’s 
unwelcomed association with bird and beast of the great wilder- 
ness,—secrets as interesting as they are important from a scien- 
tific standpoint.

THE SENTINEL OF THE OKEFENOKEE 


.. . A striking contrast of the old and the new is afforded in 
the first-page illustration of this magazine, which was pho- 
tographed by Walton Reeves, of the Reeves studio, Atlanta, 
on Billy’s island in the Okefenokee swamp. Standing in the 
shadow of one of the half dozen great palmetto palms of the 
swamp are Scout T. B. Ford, left, and Eagle Scout Jimmy 
LeMay, right, bearing Eagle Scout C. D. Atkinson, Jr., on their 
shoulders. All three are Atlanta boys who were members of 
the recent expedition which explored the swamp. The palm ts

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Yt As we passed through Waycross several hunters coming

out of the’swamp had two beautiful deer strapped to their 
automobile. The chief enemy of the deer was, and probably 
still is, the great, tawny American panther. Several people 
told me that a few of these animals still live in the swamp 
and have been seen recently. They are said to measure ap- 
proximately eight feet from tip of nose to tip of tail and are 
extremely ferocious. 

Numerous wild cats are killed in the swamp, racoon and 
‘possums are trapped in abundance for their skins, and squir- 
rels are plentiful about the rim of the big marsh. Otter, mink, 
muskrat and many other animals are also found. 

To show the alarming decrease in the game supply from 
half a century ago, let me quote a brief extract from a news 
dispatch from one of the correspondents of The Constitution’s 
famous expedition of 1875, the first systematically to explore 
the great wilderness. The dispatch was dated September 21, 
1875, and was written from near Mixon’s Hammock, where the 
party was tramping during’ a particularly dry season.

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One of the features of our trip into the 
swamp came when a Boy Scout in the party 
reported sight of a pileated woodpecker, one 
of the rarest of that family and one of the 
most timid of all the feathered world. This 
woodpecker is as large as a frying-sized chick- 
en, is only found in deep woods and has a 
strikingly beautiful and prominent crest. The 
vird is mostly black with a streak of dazzling 
white on its neck, the male being touched with 
flaming red and the female with a soft buff. 


VEN more rare is the famed ivory-billed 

woodpecker, another large member of the 
family which has a prominent bill, the color 
of which is about that of old ivory. I was told 
that one of these birds was taken recently by 
2 prominent scientist and added to a northern 
collection, 


While in the swamp I saw large numbers 
of bats silently flitting above the placid wa- 
ters of the Suwanee rivér, but my horror of the 
ugly little birds, or animals—I would per- 
sonally classify them as reptiles—did not per- 
mit my attempting to examine them carefully. 
There is, however, one type of bat in the Oke- 
fenokee that I would like to see, this being the 
“long-eared bat,” one of which was captured 
recently. ! : 

This bat is said to be about the size of the

prominent, auditory appendages, 

though possibly it might be to hear the din 
of a gnat’s flight. , 


In addition to these, practically every kind - 


of wild duck, turkey and geese frequent the 
swamp during the winter, and the giant cy- 
presses, bays and gums literally teem with 
the more common birds to be found in this 
and other sections of the state. : 

Big game in the swamp is now to be found 
principally on Floyd’s island, the largest in 
the swamp, which has been made a preserve 
by owners of the Okefenokee. Here are con- 
centrated the bears and deer which remain in 
the section, while racoons, ’possums, squirrels 
and wild-cats are common. 


UR party saw. no bear or deer while in the 

swamp, but several bears had been killed 
just prior to our entrance and we were prom- 
ised the treat of a barbecued bruin on Billy’s 
island. One of the illustrations above gives 
an idea of the size of the cinnamon bears to 
be found in the swamp from its stuffed skin 
held by two members of the party. This fel- 
iow is said to, have weighed over 600 pounds.

HE same fate is awaiting the alligators 

that sun themselves on the surface of 
the innumerable lakes and streams which 
form the fountain-head of the famous river 
of song, the Suwanee, for they are seen 
less and less frequently. . 

“Every man who visits the Okefe- 
nokee,” a native told me with almost a 
touch of pain in his voice, “feels that he 
has made a lion of himself if he can shoot 
an alligator. When the ‘gator beats cut 
his life and has been carefully surveyed 
by his slayer, the boat goes on and the in- 
cident is forgotten, but there’s one less 
*gator.”- 

“I should think you would want the 
alligators killed off,” I replied. 

“Why2” 

“Well, aren’t they the worst enemy of 
the fish?’ 

“They are the. best friends the fish 
have,” I was told, “and if we people of the 
swamp had our way there’d never be an- 
other dead alligator floating on Billy's 
lake or the Suwanee.” 

Then I learned that the alligators, con- 
stantly moving about in the streams, kept 
back the walls of bonnets and water plants 
ever ready to close in on the open water 
courses, and that the ’gators even open 
up new waterways in their travels about 
the swamp. As they grow fewer in num- 
ber, I am told, the open water gives way 
to swamp vegetation, and the fish are al- 
lowed less ground for feeding and spawn- 
ing. 

In this way do the great, sluggish alli- 
gators befriend the fish of the swamp, and 
after carefully thinking over the situation, 
I heartily agreed with the native who 
spoke so bitterly of visitors so wildly de- 
sirous of killing an alligator merely for 
the sake of the killing. 

As for the ‘gators themselves, they 


grow to be ten feet long and are unusualiy 
long-lived if not made the targets of bul- 
lets. The accompanying illustration shows 
members of the Boy Scout party holding 
up an alligator between five and six feet 
in length. I am glad to state that the 
Scouts did not kill the ’gator but that a 
visitor who just preceded us in the swamp 
was responsible for its death. 


ORTUNATELY for us, our party enter- 

ed the Okefenokee just as the winter 
season was coming on, and we did not see 
a single snake. We had been warned on 
all sides before entering to beware of the 
reptiles, and I am told that in the summer 
they are numerous. 

Snakes are most prevalent when wa- 
ters of the swamp are at a low ebb in hot 


weather. Conductor Knox, of the Okefe- 
nokee Limited, the quaint little train 
which the Hebard Cypress company oper- 
ates, told me that on one such occasion he 
stopped to siphon water into his engine, 
and that the water: hole was literally alive 
and working with water moccasins. 

He declared that while the water was 


being taken on, the engineer killed six big 
snakes with a parlor rifle without shifting.

Proper Notes Play 


Large Part In 
Social Life 


HE proper notes play a large and 
necessary part in the social life 
of today. 

Upon receiving a girl’s en- 

gagement announcement it is 

only courteous to write her a 

note—not of congratulation (you 

may write to congratulate the 

man if you know him), but a friendly note 
wishing her happiness. 

The receipt of a birth announcement 
requires a note of congratulation to the 
parents. 

Notes of congratulation are pleasant 
tributes on such occasions as birthdays, 
wedding anniversaries or gradvation from 
school or college. 

Within ten days after a visit it is nec- 
essary to send a so-called bread and but- 
ter” note, thanking your hostess for your 
good time and informing her of your safe 
arrival home. This note is obligatory—-it 
is a very great breach of etiquette not to 
send it. 

It goes without saying that any gift 
should be acknowledged with a note of 
thanks to the giver. 

Great pains should be taken in ac- 
knowledging wedding presents. The bride- 
to-be must make a point of keeping an 
accurate record of her gifts, with a list of 
their donors, and write to them promptiy. 
The correct note of thanks for a wedding 
present contains specific mention of the 
gift, and also includes the bridegroom's 
appreciation. 


OTES of condolence should be sent to 

friends or relatives upon hearing of 

a death in the family. Promptness in dis- 
patching such note is greatly appreciated 
by the bereaved persons, and, besides that, 
such notes are more difficult to write if 
delayed. It is impossible to lay down any 
rules for writing such notes. A simple 
expression of sympathy is far better than 
stiff and formal phrases. 

Possibly the following note may serve 
merely as a guide, though you must make 
your letter your own personal expression: 

Dear Mrs. Hobson: 

Please let me tell you of my deep 
sympathy in your great sorrow. Per- 
haps it will help you a little to know 
that your friends are thinking of you 
these hard days and wanting to be of 
comfort. 

The people often use the phrase, 
“Words mean so little at a time like this, 
it is to be avoided, for if sufficient effort 
is expended on a note of condolence, 
words can be found that will mean some- 
thing. 

Of course, notes of invitation are very 
widely and variously used. They should 
be cordial and as informal as the ac- 
quaintance involved permit. 


N the matter of beginning a note there 
' is some difference between the Ameri- 
ean and English usage; the form—My 
Dear Mr. Jones—is considered in this coun- 
try more formal than Dear Mr. Jones. In 
England, however, the reverse opinion of 
these salutations is held. 

Notes in the terms of the third person 

rarely occur. They are stiff and awk- 
ward. 
A friendly or polite note is always 
signed—Sincerely yours, Faithfully yours, 
Cordially yours, With kind regards, Affec- 
tionately yours, according to the degree 
of itnimacy involved. 

Of course, a woman signs her own 
name—i. e., her Christian name and sur- 
name, to social notes, and never her for- 
mal married name, thus, Mary Brown and 
not Mrs. Henry Brown. 

In a business letter a-woman signs 
herself (Miss) Mary Baker, or Mary Ba- 
ker (Mrs. L. C. Baker). 

Only to very intimate friends may she 
sign herself Mary B. or simply Mary. 

A note should always contain the 
writer’s address and the date of writing. 
On unstamped paper this may be written 
out at the upper right side of the first 
sheet. If the address is stamped the date 
appears at the end after the signature. 

It is good form in a short social note, 
on small note paper, to write out the date 
at the end in the lower left-hand corner, 
December 10,- 1921. 


When Game Is in Season 


EMARKS on Ducks—Geese and 
ducks have a strong flavor, and 
are improved by stuffing the 
craw and body with apples cored 
and quartered. The apples ab- 
sorb the strong flavor, therefore, 
should not be eaten. Celery and 
onions are also placed inside the 
duck to improve its flavor. 

Tame ducks are prepared the same as 
young geese for the table, that is, stuffed 
with bread, butter, onion and pepper, or 
with mashed and seasoned Irish potatoes. 

Wild ducks should be fat, the claws 
small and supple; the hen is more delicate. 
Do not scald wild ducks, but pick them 
clean and singe over a blaze. Draw and 
wipe well inside with a cloth; rub inside 
and out with salt and pepper. Stuff each 
duck well with bread and butter stuffing. 
If the ducks are at all fishy, use onion in 
stuffing and baste freely. It is well to 
parboil them in onion and water before 
stuffing; throw away the water and then 
proceed to stuff and roast them. Put in 
the pan a cup of butter, baste well with 
this, and when nearly done, dredge flour 
over the ducks and brown ‘them nicely. 
For the gravy you must boil the giblets 
while the ducks are cooking: mince these 
fine, add pepper and salt and a teaspoon 
of browned flour. Take a large spoonful 
of currant jelly, heat and serve with the 
ducks, mixed with the giblets. 


Roast Duck. 


Pick, singe, draw and take out the en- 
trails, oil bag, crop and pinions, if old, or 
strong, parboil them in oniohs and water 
before stuffing them, tlirow away the 
water in which they were parboiled. Now 
salt, pepper, butter and flour your ducks 
and stuff them with a dressing made as 
follows: One-half cup of Irish potatoes 
mashed with butter, one-half cup of bread 
crumbs. a very little sage, one small onion 
chopped fine, cayenne,a teaspoon of celery 
seed, one tablespoon chopped parsley and 
one raw egg. Put the duck im a baking 


pan, pour in one-half cup of hot water and — 


one-half cup butter and let them roast, 

basting often. Usually a half-hour will 

be about the right length of time to cook 

them; dust with flour and let them brown. 
Broiled Partridges. 

Place them in salt and water an hour or 
two before broiling. When taken out, 
wipe them dry and rub them all over with 
fresh butter, pepper and salt. First broil 


the flesh on split side on the gridiron over 


bright, clear coals (in broiler of gas stove), 
turning until the skin side is of a fine, 
light brown. It must be cooked principally 
from the under side. When done, rub well 
again with fresh butter, and if not ready 
to serve immediately, put them in a shal- 
low tin bucket, cover, and set it over a pot 
of boiling water, which will keep them 
hot without making them dry. When 
served, sift over them browned cracker 
dust. | 
OR 

Pick, singe, draw and wipe earefully six 
nice quail partridges; divide down the 
back; brush them with olive oil, dust very 
lightly with salt and pepper and broil over 
hot coals. Have in a cup some melted but- 
ter, salt and pepper, and as they broil 
baste them with it. Before broiling, place 
a tiny bit of bacon under each wing; it 
gives them a good flavor. 


Roasted Quail. 

Pick, singe, draw and wipe well six 
quails. Cut the heads off, and stuff them 
either with stewed prunes, stewed apples 
or mashed and seasoned Irish potatoes. 
Truss them and lay a thin piece of break- 
fast bacon over each breast. Put them in 
a roasting pan and spread a little soft 


butter over each quail. Dust with salt 
and let cook in an oven eighteen minutes. 
Untruss the quails, place on toast and 
garish with water cress or lettuce. 


Rabbit. 

If the rabbit is young the ears will be 
tender. If it is not young, parboil it a 
half-hour before frying, or better still, 
steam it. To get rid of the strong flavor, 
remove the thin, muscular membrane ex- 
tending from the flank over the intes- 
tines. 

Barbecued Rabbit. 
Lay the rabbit in salt and water a halt 


an hour, scald in boilng water, wipe dry, 


mop with butter, dust with pepper and 
salt, lay it on the gridiron, turning it so 
that it may cook through and through 
without becoming dry. When brown, lay 
on a hot dish, butter plentifully on both 
sides, and add a little salt and pepper. 
Set in the oven while preparing four tea- 
spoons of vinegar, one of made mustard 
and one of currant jelly or brown sugar. 
Pour this over the rabbit, rubbing it in, 
then pour over the gravy and serve hot. 


Roasted Rabbit. 

Stuff rabbit with grated bread crumbs 
and butter, a chopped onion, the liver of 
the rabbit chopped and grated lemon 
peel. Moisten with eggs and a little hot 
water. Stuff the rabbit with this and 
3ew it up; baste with butter and cook 
for two hours. Make the gravy with the 
drippings in the pan, a little cream or 
milk and thicken with flour. 

Barbecued Squirrel. 

Put some slices of baton in an oven, 
lay the squirrels on them and lay two 
slices of bacon on top. Place in the oven 
and cook until done. Lay them on a dish 
and set near the fire. Take out the ba- 
con, sprinkle one tablespoon of flour in 
the gravy and let it brown. Then pour 
in one cup of stock or water, one table- 
spoon of butter and tomato catsup; cool 
and pour over squirrel. 

Broiled Squirrel. 

Roll nice, fat, tender, young squirrels 
in salt, pepper and a half cup of olive oil 
and a half cup of butter, mixed.* Broil 
slowly and serve with «parsley, lemon 
juice and drawn butter. 


POULTRY AND GAME STUFFINGS. 
Turkey Stuffing, Dry. 

Take two medium-sized loaves of stale 
bread. Rub them after breaking them 
apart on a coarse grater until the inside is 
evenly crumbled. (Lay aside the outer dry 
crusts for drying and sifting, for dried 
bread crumbs to be used for breading 
meats and croquettes.) Take the. soft 
inner crumbs. They should make a heap- 
ing quart. Add a tablespoon of salt, an 
even teaspoon of sage, two teaspoons of 
summer savory and a large teaspoon of 
minced parsley. Rub all these ingredients 
in fhe bread crumbs and add half a cup 
of butter. Rub this in and fill the inside 
and the crop of the turkey. Serve with 
cranberry sauce. 

Turkey Stuffing, Moist. 
Soak bread crumbs almost two days old 


’ In milk until‘ soft; press out all the mois- 


ture possible and add to it an equal amount 
of quickly-cooked hoe-cake or corn bread; 
place a sauce pan, with one-fourth cup 
of finely chopped onion, over the fire, with 
one tablespoon of butter; stir and cook 
five minutes without browning. Add the 
bread, one slice breakfast bacon, chopped 
fine, and cook five minutes longer; con- 


_tinue to stir all the while; remove from 
the fire, and when cold, season with salt 


and pepper, ene teaspoon of celery seed, 
one teaspoon of minced parsley, a bit of 
butter (sage and thyme, if liked) and the 
yolk of one raw egg.

HERE is to be a revival of needle- 
work this winter, judging from 
the appearance of the centerg 
where fancy-work abounds.

Nuts Never Servedi in Shell 
At Formal Dinner or Luncheon 


HERE is rea'ly nothing much 

more unmannerly than the way 

some persons attack the nut and 

raisin course. With nut-pick 

held firmly in their right hand 

wei they raise the nut im the left 
hand and, peerimg at it with the 
keenness of a watchmaker about 

to repair a mainspring, they dig in for the 
elusive kernel. Having forced it from the 
shell they raise the nut and nut-pick to- 
ward their lips and then deftly shovel the 


toothsome morsel into their mouth and. . 


while enjoying that dainty, set to work to 
pry out another. No one needs to be told 
that that is hardly a suitable way to eat 
anything, so long as we eat together and 
not in solitude. Ordinary considerateness 
for others ought to prevent us from dis- 
playing such primitive manners, 

For any formal dinner or luncheon nuts 
are net served in the shell. If they are 
served at all, they are usually salted and 
placed either in individual nut dishes at 
each place, or they are passed with the 
salad course or with the dessert and are 
tuken by means of a spoon on the individ- 
ual plate and eaten with the fingers. At 
afternoon teas, and other times when light 
refreshments are served, nuts are some- 
times passed. They should always be 
taken from the dish with a spoon and 
eaten with the as. 


OR an informal dinner, nuts and 
‘raisins, or nuts alone, are frequently 


‘served for the entire dessert course. Such 


a dessert is hearty in itself and since food 
thrift is now the fashion it is no Jonger 
in.good taste to serve nuts and raisins in 
addition to some other hearty dessert 
course. Many persons have individual nut 
crackers and serve the nuts whole from a 
bowl and the individuals crack them as 
they choose. It is better, however, to have 
them very well cracked before serving, 
and then passed cracked with small nu‘ 
picks. For an informal spread or a be- 
tween meal it may be well and geod to 


serve the nuts with the erackers, but this 


should not be done for dinner. Nut bowls 
with a Patemt nut cracker in the middle 
are really best when used for informal 
spreads or left on the buffet for little be- 
tween meals. They are rather awkward 
when used on the dinner table. 


- The nuts should be so well cracked 
that the picks are scarcely necessary. If 
a kernel does resist the first pressure 
don’t probe. Mr. Hoover and Unele Sam 
will excuse you for wasting that one ker- 
nel. And don’t raise the nut shell and 
nut pick to the mouth when you have 
loosened the kernel. Simply take it from 
the nut in your fingers and convey it to 
the lips.

HERE is one thought in Faul’s letter. . 
- to his friend that is especially worthy 
of note at this time. ‘Wherefore,’ he 
writes to Philemon, “though I might be 
much bold in Christ to enjoin thee that 
which is convenient, yet for love’s sake I 
rather beseech thee.” 
Paul waives the right to enjoin and, 


for love’s sake, endeavors to persuade. 


Selfishness prefers force to persua- 
sion; the diplomacy of the world has 


been built upom foree; it has spoken 
through ultimatums that veiled threats 
of violence. The result has very natu- 
rally been the exciting of hatred and the 
begetting of force. The history of the 
humam race has been written in bleod 
because mations resorted to force rather 
than to persuasion. 

The hope excited by the disarmament 


-onference, now in session, rests entirely 


_ upon the substitution of persuasion for 


ferce. If twe mations are hostile and force 
is to be the instrument te be used, there 
must be as much ferce as conditions may 
require; hence, the rivalry in armaments. 
When nations choose the policy of persua- 
sion battleships can be scrapped and arm- 
ies reduced, because persuasion has other 
and more potent weapons.

Hughes for destroying more than half the

the sweeping reductions proposed when he 
announced that the American people 
wanted “less of armaments and nothing of 
war.” He spoke stiNd more fundamentally 
when, at the burial of the unknown sei- 
dier, he concluded his great speech with 
the Lord’s prayer. 

It was a-scene worthy to be remem- 
bered when the highest official in the 
United States invoked the blessing of the 
Supreme Being and, in the words that 
Christ Himself proposed, led a nation im 
prayer. This speech, published in every 
tengue, in every land, browght the Lerd’s 
Prayer inte the thought of more people 
than had ever before read ft on one day 
since the Saviour uttered it. 


RULY, the religion of Christ has a

Many nations in the past thought their 
governments were eternal. They put their 
faith in implements of warfare, but they 
are dead. Their wreckage can be seen 


all along.'the pathway of the human race. 
Only one kind of govermment can endure, 


and that is the kind that is built upon the 


teachings of the Prince of Peace. 

In the sixth verse, ninth chapter of 
[saiah, the prophet describes the Messiab 
that was to come and gave Him, amone 
other. titles, the “Prince of Peace.” The 
seventh verse comtains a truth even more 
important: it says, “Of the increase of 
this government and peace there shall he 
no end.” And it gives the reason for its 
permanence and its growth. It is to rest 
on justice.

We have seen this spirit growing, even 
in our own time. A ceptury ago men 
fought duels over trivial questions of hon- 
or; even Christians felt justified in taking 
human life because of words said, pos- 
sibly in anger. Now every state has a 
law against dueling and one need not 
claim to be a prophet to predict that duel- 
ing will one day be abolished throughout 
the entire world. 7 

In business the relations between em- 
ployer and employee are improved just in 
proportion as persuasion is substituted for 
arbitrary methods. 

The capitalist used to say, “There is 
nothing to arbitrate. I will conduct my 
business as I please.” [If this is still 
sometimes heard it is not spoken so loudly 
because the capitalist sees that he is con- 
ducting more than his own business when 
he fixes the condition an@ determines the 


hopes of thousands whe-work for him. 
And so the spirit of brotherhood leads the 
employee to resort to every available 
means of reconciliation before he suggests 
2n interruption of work. 


I have only applied this in a few di- 
rections; it is capable of universal appli- 
cation, and it will be applied increasingly 
as the spirit of Christ pervades society 
and molds institutions to conform to His 

precepts. 

UST now we see an illustration of this 
¥ principle exhibited in a forum upon 
which the eyes of the world are turned.

They could talk to- 
gether now and work together, because 
Hie tie that bound them together as Chris- 
tiams was stronger than the master’s sense 
of ownership and stronger than the slave’s 
desire for liberty.
